JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 17th 
April. The outward mail of February 11 arrived out on the 
5th April, and that of February 16, conveying also London 
telegrams to the 7th March, was delivered in Yokohama on the 
13th April. The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Hermann 
arrived on the previous day, and having left San Francisco on 
the 2nd March, brought Atlantic Cable telegrams to the Ist. 
The Colorado was expected between the 20th and 34th. The 
Hermann is to be stationed at Yokohama as a spare or relief 
Ship, to be availed of in case of accident to any one of the 
regular line, and when not so required, to be used as a receiving 
vessel for the imports and exports by the Colorado and her 
sister ships, so as to facilitate their loading and unloading, and 
diminish, as far as possible, the delay at Yokohama. The Her- 
mann is @ very old ship, having been built at least twenty 
years. 

On the 11th April H.MS, Argus left for the Inland Sea with 
Meesrs. Mitford, Satow, and Aston, of H.M.’s Legation, together 
with Captain Taunt, of the 9th Regiment, who will be in com- 
mand of the Legation Guard, and Captain Applin in command 
of the escort. It also conveys a portion of the Guard (which 
has been increased to 40 men) and the Mounted Escort, with 
their horses, to prepare for the arrival of H.B.M.’s Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary. H.M.S. Basilisk left 
on the 15th April with Sir Harry Parkes, accompanied by Lady 
Parkes and one of his children, Mr. Locock, Dr. Willis, and Mr. 
Wilkinson, of the Legation, aud Lieutenant Bradshaw, of the 
Legation Guard. 

H.N.M.S. Watergens left shortly after the Basilisk, having on 
board H.E.D. de Graeff van Polsbroek, H.N.M. Diplomatic 
Agent and Consul-General ; and the English and Dutch repre. 
sentatives will be joined later on by the American Minister, who 
waits the arrival of the Colorado's mail before he leaves in the 
Wyoming for Osaka—and by the French Minister. The object 
with which this visit is made is principally business ; and that 
business includes, amongst various matters connected with the 
fulfilment of the stipulations of the treaties—the opening on 
the lst of January, 1868, of Osaka, Hiogo, Yeddo and another 
port on the west coast of Japan. 

H. E. M. Leon Roches convoked the French residents on the 
6th April, and informed them that H.M. the Tycoon of Japan, 
having spontaneously declared his intention of fulfilling the 
treaties and conventions to their fullest extent, had invited the 
diplomatic agents to meet him at Osaka ; and that the object of 
the conferences proposed to be held there would be, not to dis- 
cuss the treaties, but to agree on the best mode for putting them 
in execution. Desirous of ascertaining the opinions of the 
French residents, M, Leon Roches requested them to submit te 





him, before his departure for Osaka, a report expressing sueh 
conclusions as they should have arrived at, after freely delibe- 
rating among themselves. Several mectings, we hear, accord- 
ingly took place ; but, as they were of a strictly private character 
between the French residents, we are yet enabled to give any 
authentic report of their result. 

It. appears that Choshiu and another Daimio, Higno or Hoso- 
kawa, have di pd, and tbat a gollisio besween them is not 
mnprobeble, e latter holds ag prisoners some of Choshiu’s 
men, whom he hag refused to give up on the strength of the 
+ proclamation of peace which wns issued at Kioto on the 27th 
February. Higno requires a special order from the Mikado, 
for which there seems to be some reason to think that Choshiu 
will not wait. This report may or may not be true ; the only 
thing which throws any doubt upon its authenticity is the fact 
that it was brought up to Yedo by an” envoy from Osaka, the 
bearer of a message from the Shiogoon, requesting postponement 
of the Ministers’ visit. 

A most infamous trick, or attempt at a swindle, has been per- 
maar by some scoundrel, who has, unfortunately, not been 

rought to justice. The Japanese silkmen report that some 
European, representing himself as lately arrived and residing at 
the United Club, and giving references to several first-class 
houses and banks, went the round of the principal silk shops 
and made purchases of some 200 bales of silk at higher than 
ruling prices. The silk was to be delivered at a certain godown, 
and thither the anxious sellers repaired at the time fixed, to 
find that the purchaser was unknown tu the people residing 
there, and that they had either been made the object of a 
practical joke, or that a deliberate attempt at swindling had 
been only frustrated by some disarrangement of detail. A 
heavy fine and deportation would be fitting reward for an act 
calculated to shake so materially the confidence which at pre- 
sent exists between the native dealers and their foreign cus- 
tomers. 

We are glad, says the Japan Times, to be able to record an 
improvement in our commercial and social economy. We have 
long suffered considerably from an unavoidable delay in the 
delivery of the mails) We learnt a few days ago, with 
great satisfaction, that orders have come out from St. Martin’s- 
le-Grand to establish in Yokohama a regular branch Post-office. 
However efficiently the work may have been done hitherto under 
the circumstances, and we willingly bear witness to the fact that 
it could not have been done better, it stands to reason that, 
in a properly arranged office, with an efficient staff of pcople, 
the sorting and delivery of the mails will be accomplished in 
very much less time than hitherto when it has to be done in a 
small room where there is hardly room for one man to move if 
there are three boxes of letters, and where, consequently, addi- 
tional aid has really been found an impediment, 

The. following is a copy of the recent notification cir- 
culated by orders of H.E. the Governor of Kanagawa 
respecting the coolies appearing in the streets of the settlement 
properly clothed. In speaking of this ordinance to a member 
of a foreign legation the Governor remarked that although the 
Japanese authorities would do all in their power to see it carried 
out, yet that it lay mainly with the foreigners themselves, and 
they should refuse to employ any coolies who were not properly 
clad. There are nuisances quite as objectionable that are not 
confined to the coolie class that have to be got rid of before‘de- 
cency is satisfied. Notification: “Those who come from 
divers places to Yokohama and make their living as porters, 
garters, labourers, coolies, and boatmen, are in the habit, especially 
in the summer, of plying their calling in a state bordering on nu- 
dity. This is very reprehensible, and in future no one who does 
not wear a shirt or tunic properly closed by a girdle will be al- 
lowed to remain in Yokohama. The coolie masters are to give 
liberal assistance for the suppression of such people. This 
notification is to be marked with the hour at which it is seen, 
and having quickly gone the round is to be returned to this 
office.” 

Captain Hatfield, of the American schooner Swallow, came by 
an untimely death ou the 4th April, as his ship was going out 
of the port. He was himself sounding, and part of the rigging 
against which he was leaning having been previousiy damaged 
by coming intocollision with the Lord Collingwood, it is sup- 
posed to have given way, and he was thus precipitated into the 
water, He was never seen to rise, and as the accident happened 
late in the evening, the crew were quite uncertain of the precise 
spot where he went down. The body has not been recovered, 

Mr. Edward Clarke, who‘has from the first held the position 
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of Consul to H.M.F.M. the King of Portugal, and in this capa- 
city was successful in getting a treaty for that country with 
Japan, has left for England via San Francisco. Being called home 
by urgent private affairs, he has no intention of again returning 
to the East. He takes with him the respegt of the whole com- 
mpnity, and their best wishes for his health and happiness in 
the old country. Mr. Loureiro succeeds him as Consul for 
Portugal, ae: 

A great improvement may be looked forward to shortly in 
the manners and customs of the Japanese coolies in the settle- 
ment and neighbourhood. The Governor of Kanagawa is about 
to issue an order that the coolies shall not appear in the streets 
in the tight fitting dress provided by nature solely, but that 
they shall be properly clad ; and that all Japanese shall avoid 
such of their national peculiarities as are offensive to public 
decency. 

After two ineffectual attempts to get a meeting for the pur- 
pose of setting afoot a scheme for the erection of a theatre and 
establishing an amateur theatrical corps, a third effort proved 
so far successful as to secure the appointment of a provisional 
committee, composed of gentlemen in whom the public will 
have every confidence. Immediately on appointment the mem- 
bers set to work and drew up a prospectus. The proposal of 
the committee is that a piece of unoocupied land adjoining the 
Racquet Court, which can be had for $30 per mensem, shall be 
taken, and upon it an insurable building, the design for which 
has been gratuitously furnished by Messrs. Whitfield and 
Dowson, shall be erected. This building is so arranged as to 
have a stage 20 feet in width, with a depth of 27 feet, with 
dressing rooms of sufficient number and capacity for ordinary 
dramatic performances. The audience portion would consist of 
a pit to hold 162, orchestra stalls to hold 48, dress circle 
seats 64, dress circle chairs 30, stage boxes 16, gallery about 70, 
total 390. The estimated cost of this building is $6,500, and 
the committee propose to raise that sum and an additional 
$1,500 to provide for furniture, scenery, and contingencies, in 
all $8,000, by the sale of 320 shares at $25 each, half payable 
at once. The committee believe that by this means the sum 
required may easily be raised ; as, although of course the more 
shares any one individual takes, the simpler and easier their 
task, it is within the means of almost every individual in the 
settlement to take one or two shares, and so to effect by numbers 
what would probably not be easily compassed by a few. 

NAGASAKL 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s market re-

Pisinge the date of our last report the English mails of the 10th and 26th 
January, and 11th February, and the French mail of 17th Feb. have 
reached us. 

Impogts.—The rapid depreciation in the value of ichibous during the 

t month has had a most disastrous effect upon our import market, and 

t for this a fair business would be done. Goods for summer consump- 
tion show some improvement. Lawns are now coming into demand. Vel- 
vets still continue to be inquired for at quotations, and stocks are nil. 
Turkey Red Cambrics and Prints of good pattern are saleable. White 
Shirtings: An increased demand has sprung up. Lustres continue in 
demand. Stocks of Taffechellas, Camlets, and Grey Shirtings are 
generally diminishing. Long Ells, especially Scarlet, are much inquired 
for, and stocks are low. 

MeTAts.—Nail Rod Iron is in demand at quotations, especially small 
sized. Hoop Iron is also in demand. Lead is beginning to be inquired 
for at quotations, which show a slight advance over those of last month. 
Pig Iron: No stocks. English Coal: None in the place. 

Exports. — Supplies of produee have come forward rather more slowly, 
and for some staples an improvement in prices has been observable. 
Vegetable Wax has advanced rapidly, the few desirable parcels offering 
being held for extreme rates. Tobacco and Camphor are likewise scarce, 
and the better qualities realise full prices. Galls are scarce, but quotations 
are unchanged. Tea continues to attract a fair amount of attention, but 
supplies are fully equal to the demand, and we do not quote any change in 





values. Of Silk we have nothing to report. 
ExXcHANGE.—On London, 6 months’ bills, 4s. 3d. to 48. 4d. per dollar. 
On Shanghai, 10 days’ sight, 2 per cent. prem. On Hong Kong, par, 


nominal. Ichibous, 328 to 332 per $100. 

FreicuTs.—To London, nothing loading. To New York, no vessels 
on the berth.

CHINA, 


PEKING. 

The Peking races, including the fourth Peking Derby, have 
been brought to a successful close. We subjoin a brief notice 
of the principal events. The first day was inaugurated with a 
three-quarter mile race for the Maiden Plate for ponies that have 
never run previously in China, which was won by Sir Eric Far- 
quhar’s Curio, beating The Federal’s Monitor and Mr. Murray’s 
Felix Holt. The remaining first day’s races were :—The Chal- 
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lenge Cup, presented by R. Hart, Esq., and the gentlemen of 
the Imperial Maritime Customs—i} mile; won by Mr. Bis- 
marck’s Sadowa. The Celestial Plate, for ponies owned and 
fidden by student interpreters only—1 mile; by Mr Porter’s 
Shillelagh. The Tientsin Cup, presented by gentlemen of the 
Tientsin community—14 mile; by Mr. Murray’s Robinson 
Crusoe. 

On the second day the following events were decided :—The 
Steeplechase won, by Mr. Porter's Shillelagh, the Hack Race, by 
Mr. Bismarck’s Kitzelpelle ; the Trial Stakes, for all winners, 
and for second ponies in Challenge Cup, Tientsin Cup, and 
Minister’s Cup, by Mr. Bismarck’s Sadowa; the Consolation 
Stakes, half-a-mile, for beaten ponies and those that had not 
run in the Trial Stakes, by Mr. Man’s Claymore ; the Minister’s 
Cup, presented by the Foreign Legations at Peking, two miles, 
winners of the Challenge Cup or Tientsin Cup 5 lbs. extra, of 
both 7 lbs., by Mr. Bismarck’s Sadowa ; and the Peking Derby, 
for which seven started, the course being one mile ; eventually, 
after a smart race, the winner was declared to be Sir E, Far- 
quhar’s Curio, Mr. Bismarck’s Sadowa running second, and Mr. 
Man’s Claymore third; betting 5 to 4 on Sadowa, 2to 1 against 
Curio, and 3 to 1 against Shillelagh. Sadowa, in consequence 
of his previous victories, was the favourite in this race. 

TIENTSIN. 

Sir Rutherford Aleock was expected to leave Peking in May, 
on a visit to Shanghai and Canton. He would possibly call at 
Foochow 6n route. 

The Tartar cavalry which have been drilled at Tientsin by 
Major Brown, have been ordered up to the capital, being reported 
efficient ; and that officer is about to take a new batch of re- 
cruits in hand. They are armed and aceoutred on the Euro- 
pean model, and present a very respectable appearance. 

NEWCHWANG. 

The detachment of marines from the Pelorus has left the 
port. The conduct of the men was excellent, and does great 
credit to the officer in charge. 

A lightship is soon expected to make its appearance; and 
other steps are also, it is said, to be taken to facilitate naviga- 
tion. Some thirty or forty ships have already arrived, and 
trade is altogether more prosperous than it has been for some 
year. Piece goods, for which during 1865 and 1866 there 
was no demand, are now in considerable request. For certain 
desoriptions, however, the stagnation existing in the Corea has 
proved most unfavourable, The heavy shirtings which formerly 
were bought for the South-Eastern frontier, are now accumlated 
in warehouses. 

SHANGHAI. 

The dates are down to the 23rd April. The P. and O. mail 
of 26th Feb. arrived out on the 13th April. Telegrams via 
Kiachta from London had been received up to 19th March. 

The trial of Sommer for the murder of Harris, under the 
circumstances mentioned in our last issue, took place before 
Mr. Whittall, the Danish consul, on May 11. The prisoner was 
found “Guilty,” but under circumstances of provocation. He 
will accordingly be sent off in irons to Denmark when an oppor- 
tunity offers, there to be dealt with according to law. 

It has been determined to keep the club open on its present 
footing until the 3Uth June next. A general meeting of share- 
holders will be called in a few days to receive the report of the 
special committee, 

Among the papers read at the meeting of the Royal Asiatic 
Bociety held on the 18th April was one by Dr. Macgowan, 
Commissioner of the East India Telegraph Company, giving, 
amongst other interesting information, somefstatistieal notes on 
the steamers sold to Japanese daimios, with remarks on the 
condition of that empire. After the conclusion of the paper, 
information having been requested by Dr. Macgowan respecting 
the prospect of telegraphs in China and Japan, he remarked 
that with regard to Japan he found the Government of Yedo 
well disposed towards the enterprise, which but for the death 
of the Mikado would probably by this time have arranged for 
the construction of a line between Yokohama and Yedo. He 
believes that the time is not distant when Japan will be con- 
nected by telegraph with the Russo-American line at the Amoor, 
and he thinks it not unlikely that Shanghai may, by means of 
a cable to Japan, find its readiest channel of communication 
with America to Europe.

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The following is from the North China Herald :— 

The movements of the Nienfei on the north bank of the 
Yangtze have lately attracted some attention, and a political 
importance has been lent them which they do not seem to 
merit. They are in every sonse of the word banditti, numerous 
and formidable no doubt, but having no professed creed or 
object beyond plunder. The truism has been repeated, wsque ad 
nauseam, that insurrection of some kind is the nominal condition 
of China ; and distress, however caused, in any district always 
aggravates the evil. The sufferers seek by brigandage the supplies 
of which they have beon deprived by floods, failure of the crops, 
or other causes, and go to swell the roving bands of ban difti 
who form ready nuclei round ‘which the disaffected cluster. The 
hordes now devastating the banks of the Yangtsze owe their 
present strength to a similar cause. Under the same influence 
which raised the level of that river to an almost unprecedented 
height the Hwang-hu last year burat its banks and flooded an 
immense tract of country in Kiang-ran, causing wide-spread 
ruin and distress. And here at once arose a fertile recruiting 
ground for the Nienfei who were already prowling through 
Honan and Shantung. While some of the wretched inhabitants 
sought relief at the hands of Government and private charity in 
Nanking, others betook themselves to plunder, joining 
for the purpose the ranks of the neighbouring banditti. Re- 
ports have from time to time reaghed us of operations by the 
Imperialists against these insurgent bands, with varying success 
First, Tsen-kwo-fan was in the field against them, in Shantung . 
then Li-hung-Chang joined in the campaign, and utter annibi-; 
lation was the least fate threatened them. In fact several 
successes, and eventually their extinction were reported ; the fact 
being apparently that, finding themselves overmatched, they 
had crossed to Honan, in which and the adjacent provinces 
they have since been roaming. Li is still in the 
field against them, but has a difficult enemy to deal 
with, So long as the Mahrattas confined themselves to sud- 
den dashes with their active irregular cavalry they set us com- 
paratively at defignce, but when they were ill-advised enough {0 
risk a pitched battle, superior arms and discipline told their true 
tale. So it is with the Nienfei; inferior in arms and equjp- 
ment to the Imperialists, they evade the latter by the rapidity 
of their movements, and occasionally even inflict on them severe 
losses by sudden and unexpected swoops. In their ability, how- 
ever, to withstand in pitched battle the army tha} Li has in the 
field we utterly disbelieve. As wo remarked before, they. are 
banditti, active and formidable, but banditti only. Judging 
from the reports which reach us of their doings, the Taipings 
were angels of light by comparison. They had, at least, some 
respect for custom and reputation ; they held out religion and 
dominion as a motive for their acta. The Nienfei aspiré to 
nothing but plunder, and in its pursuit every conceivable end?- 
mity is perpetrated. Their numbers, too, ave supported by the 
cruel course they pursue. They burn the villages they have 
sacked ; kill the women, the old men and children whom they 
capture ; and offer the ablebodied survivors the choice of carzy- 
ing @ spear or falling by the sword. When their houses and 
property are destroyed, and their relations butchered, there is 
small temptation to the latter to desert their ranks, for the 
pleasure of returning to shiver and lament over a blackened and 
desolate hearth. 

On the 18th April, before C, W. Goodwin, Eaq., re 8. Clifton, 
a meeting was held to declare a first dividend out: of the :‘bask- 
rupt’s estate. Several creditors attended to prove. « Mr. Law- 
rance appeared for Messrs. Rangel, Woollett, and Co., who 
claimed £208 6s. ld. on a balance of account for govds 
supplied. An affidavit had come out to this effect, The 
bankrupt deposed that the goods were sent out to him to 
do the best he could with, and that he had remitted what they 
fetched, with the exception of 162.49 taels, the price of twonty 
cases of brandy. The claim was allowed to the extent of 
162.69 taels. A question was raised as to a fire policy on Mr. 
Clifton’s property held by Messrs. Marsh and Oo. as sectrity for 
a bill of sale for $10,000. It appeared the late official as- 
signee had paid Messrs. Marsh’s claim of 4120 taels in full and 
obtained the policy. The‘claim was to have been disputed 
The point, however, was deferred until the next meeting. A 
dividend of forty-five per cent. was agreed tofrequiring 7846.71 
taels to meet it. A cricket match has been played at Shanghai 
between the First Eleven and Twenty-two, which resulted in a 
complete victory for the latter, who beat their opponents hy 
seventy-four runs, ww ; 
_ At the Supreme Court, on the (15th /April,fbefore Sir E 
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Hornby, in the case of Rowbotham v. Wilkinson and Co., Mr. 
Lawrance appeared for Messrs. Wilkinson and Uo., to apply for 
leave to appeal to the Privy Council—Mr. Robinson, in show- 
ing cause against the rule, argued that the sections of the 
Order in Council bearing upon the question left a discretionary 
power with the Court of granting the appeal. The Chief 
Judge stated that sec. 139 of the Order in Council left him no 
option, and he could not, therefore, refuse to grant the appeal ; 
but, before doing so, the damages (8,000 taels) and the costs 
($641), with $2,500 as required under sec. 135, must be 
paid into Court. The Chief Judge, taking into consideration 
Mr. Rowbotham’s circumstances out here, mentioned that if 
3,000 taels, with taxed costs ($641), were paid to him (Mr. 
Rowbotham), he would consent to take such security as Mr. 
Rowbotham might be satisfied with for the balance of the 

to be awarded and the costs of the appeal, otherwise 
the amount named above must be paid into Court. 

The case of Bavier and Co. v. Hooper and Clark was an 
appeal from the decision of H.B.M.’s Court at Kanagawa, 
where the petitioners sought to recover from the defendants 
$10,592,28, the value of twenty-three bales of waste silk and 
nine bales of pressed ‘cocoons, the property of the plaintiffs, 
stored in defendants’ godown, which was destroyed in the great 
fire at Yokohama last year. In the Court below judgment had 
been given for the defendant, with costs. The Court delivered 
judgment ‘as follows:—“ Notwithstanding the ability with 
which this case has been argued by the counsel for the appel- 

-lants, I see no sufficient reason to disturb the verdict given by 
the Provincial Court at Yokohama. The Court below was 
not satisfied with the proof offered for the purpose of 
establishing a contract for the insurance of silk. Whether 
such acontract existed or not was eminently a question for the 
jury, and in view of the fact that the Consul was assisted by 
two assessors, themselves merchants and accustomed to busi- 
ness, I think I should be incurring a great risk by assuming that 
they had decided not only against the evidence offered, but 
against the known usage of trade in such matters. I cannot 
say that on the evidence I am dissatisfied with the finding of 
the court below. The whole case was before them. There 
‘were two competent experienced mercantile assessors, and there 
was no want of talent shown by either party in respectively 
bringing forward their points and demonstrating the working of 
each other's caso, and I think I am fairly meeting the justice 
of the case by dismissing the appeal, leaving both parties to 
pay their own costs of this appeal. I am aware this isan un- 
usual course, but I think the appeal was a bona fide one, 
and that the appellants were entitled to take the opinion of the 
Court above. 


A meeting of shareholders of the ‘China Fire Insurance 
Company was held on the 10th April, Mr. Tyaon in the chair. 

The Chairman said, in laying the acoounts before the share- 
holders, the directors regretted very much to have to announce 
so heavy a loss. In view, however, of the fact that this loss 
must be looked on as an exceptional case, he thought the 
accounts had much in them that was satisfactory. They 
showed aa increase in the business of the company over the 
previous year, of 22,000 taels, and over the first year of 
55,000 taels. A balance had been transferred to the reserve 
fund of 91,000 taels, but 20,000 teels had been paid away as 
dividends ; the actual loss on the year’s working therefore 
amouuted only to about 70,000 taels. 

After a remark by Mr. Carter about the arrangement erist- 
ing with the Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company, it was 
Proposed by Mr. Duncanson, seconded by Mr. J. Brand, and 
carried, that the sccounts presented by the directors be 





Mr. Lemann then said he was sure no one wished that: the 
gentlemen at the board should devote so much time to the in- 
terests of the company without any remuneration. He would 
propose therefore— 


“That remuneration at the rate of tls. 5 per meeti 
ng be allowed to each 
director for each board meeting attended by him during the year 1867, 
and that the resolution have a retrospective effect for 1866.” 


Mr. Carter thought as they had passed the accounts for 1866 
ail pas not passa resolution affecting the balance these 
The resolution, however, having been seconded was carried. 

Some further discussion then ensued in reference to the 
relationship existing between the China Fire and Hong Kong 
Insurance Companies with reference to their working in unison, 
&., in the course pf which the Chairman stated, in reply to Mr. 
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Carter, that the Hong Kong Company had contributed 348 taels 
in the shape of premia to the China Fire, and that the latter 
had contributed 1,094 taels to the Hong Kong Company in the 
course of the year. 

It was eventually decided to leave this matter in the hands 
of the directors. 

Mr. Maccal next proposed— 

‘‘ That the board of directors as at present constitated be re-elected for 
the ensuing year.” 

This was seconded by Mr. Overweg and carried. 

Mr. Lemann thought the meeting ought not to separate 
without making some allusion to the loss of 193,000 taels 
which had been experienced in Japan. He thought the case 
amounted to this, that an experiment had been tried and had 
succeeded badly. Ever since Japan had been opened we had 
heard of nothing but a succession of fires. In China the 
destruction of a foreign hong by fire was almost unheard of, 
and even among native houses the fires are very small. It 
might be said that Yokohama had bee so reconstructed that 
the danger in future would be infinitely less than it had pre- 
viously been. It had been urged, too, that one cause of the 
great destruction at the last fire was that a strong wind was 
blowing. But this appeared to be a usual thing at Yokohama ; 
strong winds were always blowing. At present the company 
took $50,000 on a risk, and he though this was too much to 
take on one risk. The amount to be earned seemed to be 
incommensurate with the risk to be run. He thought £5,000 
quite sufficient to be taken on one risk. He did not wish to 
propose a resolution on this subject, but merely called attention 
to it. 

The Chairman said the previous limit had been $80,000, and 
this had been reduced by the directors to $50,000 after the 
recent fire. If the shareholders thought the limit ought to be 
still further reduced it could be done. 

Mr. Overweg thought there was no need to reduce the limit. 
It would be better to raise the premium. 

The Chairman said this could not be done except in concert 
with the other companies. This company must either refuse 
risks or conform to their rates. The several companies had 
at present agreed in concert to double the previously existing 
rate. 

Mr. Kidner pointed out that the difference between Japan 
and China existed not only in the risk of fire, but in the amount 
saved. In China they could generally reckon on a quarter of 
the value of a house as salvage, in the shape of bricks, &c. 
In Japan nothing was left. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Groom, 

The Chairman said the salvage from the Yokohama fire had 
only amounted to 1 per cent.; they had fortunately only had 
one fire of any consequence in Shanghai, the total value of that 
property was 17,500 tls. of which 3,400 tls. had been saved. 

Mr. Maitland thought they were going into questions of 
detail which were within the provinoe of the directors. 

After some further discussion, 

Mr. Overweg proposed and Mr. O. Booth seconded :— 

“ That this Company do not take any risks on buildings and their con- 
tents at Yokohoma. ’ 

Mr. Carter proposed as an amendment to this and Mr. Probst 
seconded :— 

‘‘ That the risk on any one building or in any one compound be reduced 
to 50,000 dols. on a first-class risk, and to 80,000 dols. on a second-class 
risk, and thet the China Fire Insurance Company join with the London 
Offices in arranging suitable rates of premium.” 

This was carried, and with a vote of thanks to the directors 
who had acted during the past year and to, the! present chair- 
man, the meeting separated. 

HANKOW. 

A correspondent of the North China Herald writes :—Having 
just passed up the river I am able from personal observation to 
show the value of the absurd rumours that have been set abroad 
regarding the proceedings and strength of the Nienfei. First, 
then, Wu-hu still flies the Imperial flag, and I saw some 
hundreds of Mandarin soldiers going through their usual exer- 
cise with their spears asI passed. At Tatung not a vestige or 
sign of disorder, nor the smallest effect of any Nienfei raid can 
be observed. The Customs’ cruiser is still peaceably at anchor ; 
and the tidewaiters in charge not only affirm that 
no Nienfei have been heard of thus far, but wonder at so 
many enquiries being made about them. The Plymouth Rock 
people say that when they last arrived in Shanghai from hence 
they were boarded before they got to the wharf by people want- 
ing to know if Nanking were taken, and all sorts of nonsense. 
Nanking has been perfectly undisturbed by either local or other 
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banditti, and the same may be honestly said of both banks of 
the Yangtze as far up as Oliphant’s Island, some seven miles 
below Kiukiang. From enquiries made at tho latter port I 
gathered that some parties of Nienfei, mostly horsemen, have 
been wandering about on the left bank above Kiu- 
kiang and below Cock’s Head, creating, of course, great 
excitement and terror among the inhabitants. Wueieh, a 
town about thirty miles above Kiukiang, was visited last month 
by a number of banditti, about 300 or 400 strong, who plun- 
dered and alarmed the country people all around; and 
frightened the foreign tidewaiters in charge there to Kiukiang. 
The robbers, however, only remained four days, and the people 
then went back, as well as the tidewaiters, to find that little 
damage had been done to the houses, but that everything port- 
able had been stolen. When I passed Hunter Island, about 
fourteen miles abovo Kiukiang, I personally saw about 300 
refugees going back to the mainland. There were no refugees 
on Collinson Island; neither did I observe any signs 
of disquietude as far as Grovenor Island. I think it 
is evident from this that the strength and proceedings of the 
Nienfei have been grossly exaggerated, and go on to tell you one 
of the ill effects the excitement that has been got up about 
them is producing. The,rowdy element is again on the gui 
vwe. Foreigners have been attempting to run arms to the 
rebels, but have not, I believe, met with much success. The 
Hankow Times alluded to this last week, and mentioned the 
proximity of the Nienfei to this port, where, however, they do 
not excite the slightest apprehension. They are believed to 
have about ten foreigners with them. Li-hung-chang has not 
been surrounded or attacked, and is making arrangements with 
Kwo’s contingent to attack the main body of insurgents, be- 
lieved to be about 2,500 strong. 

’ Tsen-kwo-fan arrived at Nanking on the 10th April, and 
resumed charge of the viceroyalty. In consequence of Lihung- 
chang’s temporary appointment to the two Hoo, his brother, 
the present Futai of those provinces, exchanges with the acting 
Futai of Kiangsu, to prevent the two brothers holding high 
office in the same province. Ting-jih-cheng, as had been reported) 
is promoted to the rank of Fantai, with uo very remote prospect, 
if rumour may be credited, of the Futaiship of this province. 
Not the slightest apprehension is entertained of the Nienfei, 
who have never approached within 200 miles of the city. 


HONG KONG. 


Dates are to the 28th April. The P. and O. mail of March 11 
arrived out on the 19th April. ‘The principal item of excite- 
ment was the action in reference to goods consigned to Messrs. 
Lyall, Still, and Co., the documents for which had been handed 
over to the banks, The following is a report of the heariog 
of the case before Judge Smale :— 

The Comptoir d’Escompte and the Chartered Bank v. Alexander Rodger, 
Charles Carnie, and R. J. Gilman. 

Mr. Pollard, instructed by Mr. Caldwell, appeared for the plaritiffs, and 
the Attorney-General, instructed by Mr. Hazeland, appeared for the de- 
fendants. 

In this case, the hearing of which was begun on Thursday afternoon 
and adjourned until Saturday morning, an application was made by the 
Attorney-General, on behalf of the defendants, to set aside a writ of 
Foreign Attachment that had recently been issued at the suit of the 
plaintiffs, and under which the ship Jfin, the property of the defendants, 
had been attached under the provisions of the Foreign Attachment Ordi- 
nance of this colony, No. 2, of 1855. The plaintiffs claim to be entitled 
to some goods on board the Min, under bills of lading which had been 
handed to them by Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co., the consigneea. On the 
arrival of the ship hete the captain was served with a notice of ‘‘ Stop- 
page in Transitu ” on behalf of unpaid vendors in England, and instead of 
giving the goods in question to the plaintiffs as holders of the bills of 
lading, he handed them over to some firms who represented the vendors 
here, and who had respectively given indemnity. Under these circum- 
stances the plaintiffs issued the writ of Foreign Attachment that the de- 
fendan‘s now songht to have set aside. 

The Attorney-General contended that this was not a case in which the 
writ should be allowed to issue on the ground that the ‘cause of action” 
had not arisen in this colony within the meaning of the ordinance, and 
cited a large number of cases in support of his argument. The bill of 
lading was the only proof plaintiff could produce as to their title, aud this 
was executed, signed, and delivered in England. 

Mr. Pollard, on the other hand, took a preliminary objection to the 
defendants being allowed to appear at all in the present stage of the case, 
and further insisted that the cause of action had arisen within the island 
of Hong Kong, and that his clients had a perfect right to proceed by 
Foreign Attachment against the owners of the ship for non-delivery of the 
goods to them as holders of the bills of lading, and therefore the lawful 
owners of the goods. 

At the conclusion of the arguments on both side, his lordship remarked 
that this was a case that presented to his mind great difficulties, and as his 

opinion would be a precedent in future has to the meaning of section 
20 of ordinance 2 of 1855, he would like time to consider the very full 
and lengthened arguments he had heard on both sides.— Press. 
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A telegram has been received in London announcing that the 
Min has been released by the Admiralty Court. : 

From Swatow we learn that on the 21st April Henry Pant- 
lin, tidewaiter, aged 33, shot himself dead with a revolver. On 
the 22nd H.M. Acting Consul, acting as Coroner, held an in- 
quest on his body. A verdict was returned of accidental death. 
He seems to have been playing with his pistol, holding the 
upper part of the barrel towards and the guard away from him, 
while he held back the hammer with his right thumb and 
turned the chambers with his left hand. 

Tseang, the Governor or Futai ut Canton, brings charges 
against the Chinese officer in charge of the Customs at Swatow 
for extorting illegal fees from native Hongs, chartering foreign 
vessels, and levying an export tax on Chinese coolies, whether 
for exportation to Macao or the Straits, and has to answer the 
accusation at Canton, whither he goes as soon as an officer 
arrives to replace him. 

The Gazette announces :—With feference to Government 
Notification No. 4C of the 5th ultimo, it is hereby made known 
that his Excellency Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, C.B., 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief, has granted to Ng-Yu, of 
Fuk-Luug Shop, No. 77, Jervois-street, the exclusive privilege 
of preparing and selling prepared opium within the colony of 
Hong Kong and the waters thereof for the period of one year 
from the 1st of May, 1867. 

The following letter on the subject of the Mint is referred to 
in another column, and the statement that it would close is 
considered as premature :— 

“ Although the seigniorage has been reduced to 1 per cent., 
the Mint has done nothing for months, except to manufacture a 
few insignificant batches of coins for the Government. Long 
ago the staff was partly disbanded, the clerks were either 
drafted to other departments, enlarged on half-pay, or dismissed 
altogether ; and even the Chinese workmen wore put upon sub- 
sistence money, and instructed to call once a month. In April 
two or three small consignments of Ichibous were converted 
into dollars, but the bankers found this less to their advantage 
than to have their Ichibous made into rupees in India. The 
present month (June), or, at latest, July, will see the doors of 
the Mint closed for the last time, unless something should | 
occur which no one can foresee to bring a guarantee of success. 
All the mechanical difficulties which attend the commencement 
of such an establishment have been successfully overcome, and 
@ reasonably good dollar has been produced. This dollar every- 
one is willing to ase, but no one will pay the cost of its pro- 
duction. The rage for clean dollars, upon which Sir Hercules 
Robinson calculated so much, has passed away, and there is no 
hope of its recurrence. The Government cannot recoup the 
cost of production by reducing the purity of the coin, for, if 
that were done, no one would receive the dollar beyond the 
narrow limits of Hong Kong. Admitting that a clean, well-made 
coin has been produced, which is much more convenient than 
clumsy lumps of Sycee or unrecognised chopped Mexicans, this 
question is still unanswered—zho 1s fo pay forit? It is found 
that the Chinese are able either to counterfeit or debase any 
coin, however well made. They have done so with the new 
dollars, which have therefore begun to be chopped. Not half 
of the dollars made remain in circulation. Bankers and others 
have found themselves able to lay down these dollars in India 
at a slight advantage over bills, and a large proportion of the 
new coins have been there converted into rupees.” 

The following address to Dr. Legge has been signed by about

That the result of your long 
work of love may be permanent is our wish and hope, as doubtless it is yoar 
own ; but however this shall be, it must be a satisfactory reflection to all that 
met with the commendation of your fellow men, and the testimony of your 
the admirable life you have spent among ourselves and our predecessors has 
own approving conscience. It is the ardent desire of one and all of as 
that your homeward voyage may be pleasant, that your meeting with 
family and friends may be all that even yourself could wisb, and that 


your future days may be, under the blessings of the Almighty, a happy 
repetition of the honorable and useful career which has distinguished you 
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in Hong Kong. From a feeling that some memorial of us should fitly 
remain in your possession and in that of your family hereafter—something 
more substantial and durable than words on paper, however sincerely 
expressed and truthfully applied—we venture to request your acceptance 
of the accompanying testimonial, which, though inadequate to expreas 
their sentiments, is at least the hearty and respectful presentment of those 
who offer it.—We have the honor, Rev. Sir, to be, &.” 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hong Kong, April 25, 1867. 

After so many mails for which the burden of every one’s 
song (or letters) has been nothing but commercial disaster it 
is time that political matters should have their turn, and news, 
indeed, of very serious import in this respect will be carried 
by the present steamer. The attempts of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to cope with the vast hosts of brigands in the North- 
west Provinces have broken down more flagrantly than ever, 
and intelligence of defeat reaches us from several quarters simul- 
taneously. Everybody who knows anything of Chinese affairs 
of the moment knowg {bat the provinces lying between the 
Yang-tze and Peking have been devasted for ten years past by 
wandering bands of brigands, originally consisting of the 
peasantry driven from their homes by the Taiping rebels, and 
who took tq plunder for g living, but whose numbers are 
continually increased by the addition of similar reinforce- 
ments, at first unwilling victims, and eventually participators 
in the profession of rapine, and that not one of the Impe- 
rigl generals hitherto commissioned to subdue them have 
succeeded in coping with so mobile an organisation. Sweep- 
ing over the central plains in mounted hosts, twenty, thirty, 
or fifty thousand strong, the Nien Fei perpetually elude all 
attempts at pursuit, and take city after city, only to be 
abandoned when pillaged and burnt, the able-bodjed inhabitanta 
compelled to join the army of plynderers, the weak and aged 
butchered or left to die of famine or exposure. We now hear 
that not only has one section of this banditti insurrection 
worsted and even endangered the safety of the redoubtable Li 

ng-chang, in the province of Honan, and another ravaged the 
banks of the Yang-tze in sight of one of the treaty ports, but, 
actually, that Hankow is once more in danger of capture by a 
‘third division, a determined attack hy whom the great trading 
emporium has no adequate means to resist. 

Were it pot that the Nien Fei are so thoroughly destitute of 
political coherency,’and even of all aim beyond the continuance of 
their system of plunder as a means of livelihood, there are many, 
persous in China who would not regret their gaining an agcend- 
ancy such as that which wag so long exercised by the 

-Taipings, and thig on the grounds that if is well neither for 
the Chinese Government nor for ourselvea that tranquillity he 
too soon restored throughout the Empire. It is but too evi- 
dent that the moment urgent pressure is removed from the 
mandarin system its natural tendency is to revert to its most 
intolerant form of ancient conservatism, and that the necessity 
for pliancy before European demands and advice was too 
abruptly interrupted by the downfall of the Taiping Empire. 
One of the very latest Peking Gazettes contains the decided pro- 
test of one of the spokesmen of the all powerful class against 
the very mild proposition recently put forth with reference to 
esbablishing a college for the study of European astronomy and 
arithmetic at Peking. : 

That designs of some ambitious nature are entertained by 
the French Government with respect to Ching is made plainly 
evident by the despatch of a diplomatist such as the Comte de 
Lallemande, who has just passed through this place on his way 
to Peking. The new envoy brings with him, it is reoprted, an 
Ambassador’s commission, and ig sent to China on the under- 
standing tbat he is to forego the honours of European diplomacy 
for a year; but that en revanche he ig to assert a foremost 
place in the European representation at Peking, and is to claim 
for France the leading voice in the approaching revision of the 
treaties, the ten years’ duration of which expires in 1868. This 
is a matter which has been freely discussed in Hong Kong, and 
some curiosity is entertained as to the actual intentions of the 
Emperor in seeking to render the influence of France more 
prominent than it has hitherto been in this part of the world. 
With the exception of that convenient subject, so cleverly 
manufactured by the ubiquitous missionaries—the protection 
of native Christians—France has literally no interests in 
China beyond the secondary one of obtaining through English 
and German merchants the silk she requires for Lyons; but 
with a government which knows its own mind and a people 
which, on the whole, trusts its goverument, the Emperor ma 
see his way to operations in the land of Sydee and silk, whic 
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will find occupation for many unquiet spirits jand {seriously as- 
tonish the philosophic geutlemen who think that the safety of 
English interests in the East is as nothing compared with the 
necessity of extending the franchise to ratoatchers and glass- 
blowers’ workmen. 

Commercially, the news by this mail is as bad as ever, and a 
recent failure which, however, hag not been publicly discussed, 
has carried ruin even to the mercantile community of Manila. 
Much interest has been taken ip the proceedings instituted by 
the Comptoir d’Escompte against the British ship Min, the 
cargo of which, notwithstanding g lien upon it in favour of the 
bank, was delivered to the order of a firm in difficulties. The 
Min has been seized under Admiralty process, thereby throw- 
ing out the arrangements mude for the shipment of consign- 
ments of the new season’a teas from Canton, some chops of 
which have at length been settled at about 23 taels, after long 
hesitation. The holders of country teas are beginning to find 
for the first time in their experience that competition is ne 
louger the order of the day with their foreign customers, and 
it is gratifying to observe that some of the best among the 
native brokers are actually siding with the foreign mercantile 
community in the endeavour to break down the system of 
perpetually enhancing prices. From the north the commercial 
news is discouraging, as the disturbed state of the interior 
renders all operations precarious.

Mr. Vaughan is quite an old servant of Singapore, and has on 
many occasions rendered many public services in addition to the 
efficient discharge of his official duties.

THE COMING TEA SEASON. 

The following extract from a London letter regarding the prespects of 
the coming tea season bas appeared in the China papers. 

In trying to form some conclusion as to limits at which new teas ought 
to be bought during the coming season, the following few suggestions may 
be useful, and in writing of tea Congou is intended, other kinds are some- 
what more fanciful. That for the past four years as a rule, the importation 
of tea (with the exception of about four months at the end of 1865, when 
large profits were realised, not because tea was bought over cheap in China 
but because it obtained unjustifiably high prices here, which only led to loss 
and disappointment) has shown no profit, but on the aggregate very heavy 





That to make up the losses, the few next coming seasons ought te be 
profitable ones. 

That they can only be profitable by buying cheap; that it must be re- 
membered it is always optional to buy, but on arrival here, tea must be sold, 
whatever circumstances may be occurring.

Raltways 1n Cuina.— The Times’ correspondent, writing of the re. 
fusal of the Chinese Government to permit the construction of railways, 
says :—“ Unfortunately, Sir Rutherford Alcock seems rather disposed to 
sit down quietly under Prince Kung’s refusal than to continue the agt- 
tation of the question ; and, in communicating this refusal to the loeal 
railway committee, he addresses himself rather to support Prince Kung’ 
refusal than to assure his compatriots that he will not relax one jot his 
efforts to gain an object so conducive to the interests of commerce and 
progress. great source of danger the Chinese Government sees in 
the introduction of railways is without doubt the probable exeltement 
among the vast population that depends on boat carriage as a medns of 
livelihood, and to soothe this apprehension should be one of the chief tasks 
of a foreign Minister. It should be explained to Prince Kung that the 
dread of ‘trouble’ among the ‘several millions of coolies and boatmen 
employed in the carrying trade’ is grossly exaggerated, atid that those 
little railways which he objects to as useless to demonstrate an advantage 
already admitted would be immensely useful in demonstrating to this class 
gradually that the supersession of boats does not mean starvation to the 
boatmen. It is to the common people that it is necessary to recommend 
railways by experimental proof, not to a Government which already pre- 
fesses to admire them. In the specious, but shallow, style of reasoning in 
which the Chinese are adepts, Prince Kung says:—‘ The opening of a 
single line in one place would not improve the means of communication 
elsewhere, whereas, were lines to be made in all the provinoes, it is mueh 
to be feared that increased difficulties would present themselves.’ But it ig 
to avert the difficulties that foreigners want to begin by ¢otstruoting a 
single line in one place. And it would be desirable that Sir Ruth 
Alcock should insist on the facts, instead of informing the railway com 
mittee, as he does, that ‘under these circumstances he thinke # will be 
apparent to them that notbing further can be done at present to advanee 
the object in view by Her Majesty’s Minister here.’ On the contrary, & 
vast deal can be done by constant agitation of the question; and it is worth 
the while of the people in England to join their countrymen in the Fer 
East in working for so great an object.” 

Tue Cuma Drmecrory.—A San Franeisco paper has the fol 
amusing notice of the China Directory for 1867. It is a good speci 
of the semi-facetious, semi-didactic style of puffing :—“ After all, there & 
a great sameness in human life. Not only do we find ourselves doing th 
same thing to-day that we did a year ago, but when we get to the othet 
side of the world, among the ‘anthropophagi, and men whose heads dé 

beneath their shoulders,’ we find that they have counting-houses 
and banks, and live in streets, and need directories. Surely there is a 
in the world since we read in the geography 80 long ago that the 
Chinese lived in an inaccessible country, and called the English red- 
devils, and eat young puppies in the market-place, washing them dows 
with inexhaustible cups of tea. China as it once was to our imagina 
tion exists no more. The China of to-day is open to every one of 
us, is familiar with steamboats, and Englishmen, and Americans, and 
other outlandish creatures who swarm in such numbers that the China Di 
restery has become a necemity for Canton, Feochow,. ad 
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The present is the eighth annual issue of the Directory, and the manner 
of its arrangement and classification is thoroughly satisfactory. One gets 
jn these pages an amount of positive information about the European resi- 
dents in China not elsewhere to be had. The commercial houses of Hong 
Kong, Amoy, Canton, of all the Chinese sea and river ports; the 
Chinese Customs’ tariff; the alphabetical list of all the foreigners resident 
in China; the Chinese Calendar, collated with the English ; the list of 
foreign Ministers at Peking; the time-table of the P. and O. Steam 
Navigation Company for 1867 ; all these are of solid and permanent value 
to the many Californians, whose eyes are now turned towards China. 
Merely to run over the Index of Trades aud Professions, in Shanghai, 
gives an impression of the growth of the European community in that 
remote land. We think that we should feel at home in a city that bousts of 

fessors of music and milliners, attorneys and soda-water nakers. Side 

a side with these, however, we meet with a name that takes us back to 
the ‘ Arabian Nights’ and the Fire Worshippers: Mr. Dhurumsey 
Poonjabhoy may be found at No. 2 Szechuen Road. Besides the mass of 
information concerning China, the Directory contains similar statistics 
with regard to Japan, Manila, and Bangkok. Such a book as this, with 
its record of business facts, is the most eloquent witoess to the reality of 
our relations with these ancient and long-secluded empires. Where the 
stranger from America or Europe has established himself in the peaceful 

rsuits of business life, the ideas of the European society and civilisation 

ve taken root, to spread mere and more widely in the future. Hence- 
forth we shall learn to know these Orientals, and they will know us. We 
shall have much to teach them, and also, if we are frank enough to confess 
it, much to learn. It is not now, as it once was, with the European in 
the East; he has not, it is true, learned to dispense with the argument of 
force, but he bas learned to look upon the Asiatic as a man, not less 
accessible to reason, or more averse from justice and virtue than himeelf.” 

THe SAN FrRaNcisco, JAPAN, AND Cuina Lint.—The Great Republic, 
intended for the new line of steamships between San Francisco and China, 
now worked solely by the Colvrado, has had a trial trip of 150 miles out 
from New York and back. She is stated to have given every satisfaction, 
a:though the weather throughout the trip was extremely rough, the wind at 
times rising to a complete gale. The following are the particulars of her 
measurement :—Length between perpendiculars, 360 feet; length over all, 
878 feet ; breadth of beam, 49 feet 10 inches; depth of hold, 31 feet 6 
inches. She has three complete decks and an orlop deck; she is barque 
rigged, having fore and mainsail and topsails and topgallant sails. Her 
means of propulsion further consist of a beam engine 105 inches in 
diameter, cylinder 12 feet stroke with surface condensers. She is 3,886 
tons Government measurement, 5,000 tons carpenter’s measurement. The 
Great Republic was built by Henry Steers, the well-known New York 
shipbuilder, under the superintendence of Mr. W. Vanderbilt. 

JaPaNese Music.—The following is derived from the Orchestra :— 
« Mr. Marquis Chisholm, who has visited Japan, and even given piano- 
forte recitals of national music at Yokohama, gives some details of musi- 
cal art there. The Japanese have very indifferent instruments, the best of 
which is the ‘ cotto,’ a kind of dulcimerharp of thirteen strings. Each 
string has a movable bridge, by shifting which the note is raised or flat- 
tuned in tuning. An ides of the scale of the ‘cotto’ can be formed by 
touching in succession the following notes on the pianoforte, beginnin 
on a, the first ledger line above the treble clef, and descending a, G, & 
flat, p, B flat, a, G, E flat, D, B flat, a, G, and ascending again to p the Sth 
above. Numerous and fascinating are the quaint melodies derived from 
this scale in the hands of a good player. The ‘cotto’ is a difficult and 
expensive instrument, and is only fingered by ladies moving in the upper 
circles of Japanese society. It is placed flat on the floor, and the player, 
sitting in the usual Japanese attitudes, bends over it, and pulls the strings 

- much in the same manner as our own harp players, but with this excep- 
tion that the ‘cotto’ player incases her fingers in thimbies which terminate 
with a little projecting piece of ivory in size and form like a finger nail, 
with the aid of which she manipulates her instrument without giving the 
Jeast fatigue or pain to the fingers. The cheap and popular musical 
instrument of Japan is the ‘saamsing,’ a three-stringed guitar. It is not 
arbitrarily tuned in one fixed manner, as are the stringed instruments of 
the West; sometimes the tonic, the fourth and octave, sometimes 
tonic, fifth and octave, and sometimes the tonic, fourth and minor 
seventh. It may be imagined how difficult it is to assimilate our 
ideas to theira. When Mr. Chisholm had given his recital, playing the 
Mative music on the pianoforte, the admiration of hia audience knew ro 
bounds. On his second visit to Japan, his admirers prepared an elaborate 
drawing representing him in the act of playing; and round the draw- 
ing were appended various eulogistic comments on the pianoforte and its 
player.”

A fine, large circular bowl, enamelled with flowers in 
colours, on turquoise ground, inside and out, a metal-gilt boss in the centre 
chased with dragons, I3in. in diameter; aud a fine, large circular dish, 
turquoise ground, with gold trellis-work, with animals and plants in colours 
in circular medallions inside and butterflies in colours outside, 21 4in. 
diameter—45 guineas. A pair of tine square-shaped vases, enamelled 
with flowers in colours, on turquoise ground, in borders, with ornaments 
in colours- 75 guineas. A pair of elephants, miniature size, with trap- 
pings, and a pair of bottles, enamelled with flowers in colours—78 guineas. 
A pair of beautiful enamejled lamps, with perforated panels and a black- 
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bird in enamel—45 guineas. A pair of enamelled slabs, with birds and 


flowers, beautifully ornamented—55 guineas. A large vase, chased with 


scrolls, richly gilt, ornamented with flowers and foliage, enamelled, a large 


medallion of a river scene on each side—35 guineas. A handsome table, 
the top formed of a large oblong enamelled slab, with flowers on turquoise 


ground, the stand of rosewood, carved and inlaid with six small enamelled 
plaques —25 guineas. A pair of magnificent garden seats, of the rarest 
ancient Chinese enamel, with birds, flowers, and ornaments in colour, oa 
turquoise ground, on elaborately carved stands —105 guineas. 


TRIAL OF THE “ EcPHRATRS.”—The Euphrates, 2, screw iron troopehip, 
4,173 tons, 700-horse power, Captain Montague 13. Dunn, one of five new 
steamships, standing on the Admiralty navy list as ‘‘ Transports for aervice 
in carrying troops to India,” has been officially tried over the measured 
mile in Stoke's Bay, previous to being despatched to India to enter upon 
her duties as a troop transport between Calcutta and other Indian ports 
and Suez. ‘The result of the trial was most satisfactory. 
(§Vice-Apaueat Sir James [Lore, C.B., arrived in London last evening 
on his return from North America and the West Indies, to the naval com- 
mand of which he was appointed in January, 1854. 
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The copper-bottomed and ironclad screw steamship Ocean, of 4,000 
tons burthen and 1,000 horse power, having been appointed to the China 
station under the flag of Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B., as stated io 
our issue of 26th April. will leave Malta in a few days for China, calling at 
Gibraltar.

THE TROOPS IN CEYLON, CHINA AND JAPAN. . 


(6th.) Mr. OuirHant, in bringing forward the motion of which he had 
given notice on this subject, said he had on a former occasion asked the 
for War whether it was the intention of the Government to erect 
barracks for the troops at Point de Galle, when he received the reply that it 
was; but he thought it would not be difficult to show to anyone practically 
acquainted with the locality that that was a project which they ought not 
to entertain. The great desiderata in posting troops under such circum- 
stances were their health and discipline; and these objects were to be 
gained by placing them in the healthiest parts of the country, and keeping 
thein in as large bodies as possible, for distributing troops in small detach- 
ments over a country was most detrimental to their discipline. The system 
generally pureved in the East was exactly the opposite; it was to pick 
out the most unhealthy localities and distribute the troops in small detach- 
ments over those localities. This was notably so in Ceylon. His object 
was to show that it was in the highest degree inexpedient to build barracks 
at Galle. The hill station, where he had lived for many years, 
was very healthy; it was approached by good roads, and was 
within 100 miles of the sea. There was no physical reason why the 
troops should be kept in the plain. He huped to receive an assurance from 
the right hon. gentleman that the proposed new barracks at Galle would not 
be built, and that the troops would be located at the more healthy hill sta- 
tion, which could be reached from the sea by means of the existing rail- 
way in about four hours ; but, at any rate, he trusted that the rigat hon. 
gentleman would assent to his proposition that the barracks at Galle should 
not be built until after the report of the Select Committee upon the dis- 
tribution of troops in India and the colonies should have been received. 
He expressed a hope respecting the new huts at Hong Kong, which, he 
understood, were about to be built at an expense of £20,000 upon a site 
the soil of which emitted a pestilential vapour. He also wished to be in- 
formed how long the 2,000 British troops in Japan were to remain there. 
TheSe troops were quartered in barracks which had been built in the 
neighbourhood of Yokohama by the Japanese Government, who might 
expect that they were entitled to the services of these troops in quelling 
internal disturbances. Again, our keeping troops in that country was an 
invitation to other Powers to set up military establishments in the island. 
It was therefore desirable that the right hon. gentleman should give the 
House an assurance that our military force in Japan would soon be with- 
drawn. He trusted that the explanation of the right hon. gentleman would 
be satisfactory, but in case of the assurances he asked for not being 
given, he should feel it to be his tiuty to divide the House upon 
the motiou of which he had given notice. He concluded by moving the 
following resolution :—* That in the opinion of this House it is desirable 
to postpone the construction of barracks atyCeylon, the Straits Settlements, 
China, and Japan until after the report offthe Select Committee upon the 
distribution of troops in India and the colonies shall have been received." 
—Sir J. PakincTon had no hesitation in giving the assurance asked for 
by the hon. member, because it would take a much longer time for an ar- 
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rangement to be come to with reference to the construction of the barracks 
than would elapse before the publication of the report. The proposed 
barracks in Ceylon were to be erected at the expense of that colony, and 
he did not believe it would be likely that the colonial authorities would 
build them in a low and unhealthy locality, instead of in abigh and bealthy 
tion, which was easily accessible. It was not the intention of Her 
jesty's Government to prolong our military occupation of Japan, but as 
ex of that occupation was included in the estimates, the matter 
could be more conveniently discussed when that item came before the 
House.—Sir H. Veaney thought the question of the locality of barracks 
for British troops was too important to be left to the decision of colonists. 
—The motion was then withdrawn. 


THE FRENCH EXHIBITION. 

The “ World’s Fair” in Paris is now in the zenith of ‘its splendour. It 
would of course be useless for us to attempt any succinct account of its 
attractions; we can but continue from time to time our desultory notices 
of such bats of it as are likely to prove ially interesting to our own 
Circle of readers. Among these, Food Products may fairly be classed, for 
the chief exhibitors in this department are the firms of Crosse and Blackwell 
and Huntley and Palmer, names necessarily “ familiar as household words ” 
to all travellers and residents in the East, and indeed in all parts of the world. 
There are two entrances to the British Food Courts. Commanding these 
entrances are two most artistically arranged and attractive cases, viz., the 
glazed biscuit trophy of the renowned Huntley and Palmers, and the 
really artistic and brilliant array of ornamental glass ard pottery in which 

great purveyors of European delicacies to our Anglo-Indian empire, 
Messrs. Crosse and Blackwell, are pleased to enclose their condiments 
and preserves. These two firms, with their elaborate displays, draw the 
9009 into the British Food Cou The case of Messrs. Crosse and 
ackwell is one of the handsomest in the Bnitish section; and the ele- 
gant jars, many of them, be it observed, of fine Wedgwood ware, bought 
t from the great firm, are set forth with great taste. As a show of 
botiles and pottery it is worth a visit. The variety of food preserved is as 
extraordinary as the quantities are. The necessity for all these pre- 
served provisions has grown with the extension of our population in 
different parts of the world. The history of this firm is a curious one. 
It dates as far back as 1706; and yet in 1835 it employed only 
some fifteen hands. In thirty years the number employed has 
increased from fifteen to nearly four hundred, because the demand for all 
the edible luxuries of Europe which can be preserved for the East has 
sprung up within this period. Some of the lobsters are now caught in 
ova Scotia, packed in these small tin cases, and carried off to presently 
give a savour of home to a dinner up country in India, or in China, or in 
Australia. No less than 100,000 of these cans travel East every year, in 
the company of other tins containing salmon which have been caught at 
Labrador, and oysters, and preserved bacon, and mock turtle and every 
kind of soup, nay, the plum-pudding for the Anglo-Indian Christmas 
dinner goes forth in the same good company, with a host of other home 
delicacies, It is some satisfaction to find that the French, and the most 
delicate epicures among them, have stood in ecstasies over the delicacies 
of this one case. They have literally taken the pickled walnuts by storm, 
and there is not a walnut left in the building—these very walnuts being 
originally imported green from France. A new flavour is to the gourmet 
what a new opera is to the musician. The pickles, the marmalades, 
and jams daintily enclosed in every variety of ornamental jar and vase, 
the fish sauces, the anchovies, the produce of every clime in short 
deposited on these shelves in perfect state, have given a new charm to 
epicurian life here. Be the traveller where he may, if he have money in 
his purse, he can make out his English dinner, eat his English fruits and 
vegetables. He can carry the truffle with him to Spitzbergen, and from 
Nantes he can be supplied with ortolans and foie gras and asparagus. I 
will add a few facts illustrative of the extraordinary extent to which the 
preserved pest trade has spread within the last twenty years. Messrs. 
Crosse and Blackwell import 40 hogsheads of capers annually, 18,000 
gallons of Italian oil, and 7,000 casks of anchovies. They export 17,000 
tins of green aud 200,000 tins of lobsters. They consume a ton of 
loaf sugar daily, and annually 240,000 gallons of vinegar, 27,000 gallons 
of catsup. They preserve 450 tons of fruit, and make 200,000 gallons 
of pickles. In short, Crosse and Blackwell's case has made a very great 
sensation. 

That which first attracts the visitor to the second great stall in the British 
Food Court, or the Court which should contain British food, is Owen 
Jones’ clever drawing of Mesers. Huntley and Palmer's works at Reading. 
The pencil of Owen Jones hus been employed on most of the brilliantly- 
illuminated boxes and labels within the case. You see how our leading 
manufacturers are wedding art to their industry wherever the union is 
possible. As we find the art work of Wedgwood enclosing preserved gin- 
ger, we discover Owen Jones enfolding Albert or Osborne biscuits. The 
rapid advance of this great biscuit firm is, I suspect, much owing to inter- 
Rational exhibitions. Twelve or fifteen years ago English biscuits were 
Boknown in France, and now madame gently shakes a few of Huntley and 

mer’s sweet biscuits out of a little can as a delicacy. The familiar tin 
boxes of Loudon are to be seen of late years in every good Paris grocer's 
window. There is every conceivable description of biscuit, even to 
the old lady’s biscuit—one compounded of maizena, and which 
crumbles with the slightest pressure. There are raspberry, orange, 
lemon, ginger wafers, a sponge rusk that will stir champagne 
without breaking, and —the last novelty —the Napoleon biscuit. 
The quantities in which these simple dainties are made and ex- 
ported will startle the reader. Upwards of eight hundred sacks of 
flour are consumed in the one manufacture, at Reading, a week, and about 
one thousand hands are employed in the manufactory. The striking part 
of this manufacture is that the Freach, whose petits fours are delightfully 
various in flavour and appearance, cannot compete with the Snglish 
biscuit makers. At Reading nearly everything is done by 
machinery. That which the French make by hand the English can make 
by machinery. The flour in at one end of the series of machines 
and comes out at the other a perfect Albert. Biscuits, like other things, 
have their day, some enjoying but a fleeting popularity, while others—the 
Jamaica biscuit for instanceeehold their own for forty years. 
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The English “ Commissioners” sent to the Exposition in Paris, and 
more especially the Colonial Commissioners, complain bitterly of the 
neglect with which they are treated in Paris. They say that as Commis- 
sioners they are invited nowhere, not even to official entertainments; thet 
they are afforded no means of acquiring information, and are, in fact, little 
more than visitorsto the Exhibition. They attribute the neglect partly 
to the want of organisation in the Imperial Commission, partly 
to the hostility of that body to Mr. Cole, and grow! most audibly. Per- 
haps they expecta little too much; but still their own argument, that 
many of them have come t distances and incurred great expense to 
help in fulfilling an Imperial idea is true, and should entitle them to more 
courtesy. They are all to have the Legion of Honour, but of what ase 
is that bit of ribbon to men about to leave Europe again? Can't they 
strike, as the engine-drivers of the North-Eastern did, for more honour- 
able treatment ?

Since my last letter a general dulness has prevailed in our politics. The 


Second Chamber has been occupied with discussing the Bill referring to the 
reorganisation of the militia, which after a long and very tiresome debate 
passed at last with the trifling majority of three votes (87 to 84). The 
East Indian Badget for 1868 being not yet received at the Colonial de- 
partment, it is very improbable that it can be laid before the Chambers 
before the month of August, ergo it will not be discussed this session, 
notwithstanding the necessity was urged last year. The Second Chamber 
will adjourn on the 23rd or 25th of Jane, and will not meet again until 
September. 

According to the Arnheinsche Courant, the Cabinet will be interpellated 
bv some Conservative member of the Second Chamber about the behaviour 
of the Governor-General, Mr. Myer, with regard to the stipulations aboat 
the coffee plantations. 

For several years the necessity has been urged that the position of the 
medical officers, both of the marine and the army, should be improved. 
The ministry has at last taken the first step towards it by increasing 
the salaries of these gentlemen by 100f. per annum. It is a concession, 
but a very one. 

According to a Royal decree the fortresses of Maestricht, Venlo, and 
Bergen ap Zoom will be dismantled. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has made some alterations in the 
conditions on which tenders will be accepted for the conveyance of pro- 
duce from India to Dutch ports on account of the Government. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Trahrauen abolished the privileged charter- 
ings, which measure should take effect on the 1st January, 1868, and 
there was much noise about it, because no ships of less than 175 last conld 
be engaged. The Minister now has conceded that for the firat three 
vessels of 125 last should be eligible. Some further liberal alterations are 
made with regard to the required first officers, whilst the vessels only can 
be obliged to load in three Indian harbours. ; 

A Dutch translation will be published shortly of the ‘‘ Commercial Code 
of Signals for the use of all Nations,” by Mr. H. Nygh, of this town. I peed 
not demonstrate that this system is the only one hitherto devised capable 
of achieving the grand desideratum of universal inter-communication 
amongst maritime States, so that it will be adopted universally before long. 
It is time, therefore, that shipmasters should realise the necessity of not 
going to sea without this book, that only costs 10 fi. on board. The 
official translation is made by Mr. W. van der Hoeven, expert of veritas 
here, and is controlled by a special commission appointed by the State. 

The Belgian Government has appointed a commission of engineers to 
report on the Schelit question. It is an enigma, indeed, what will be the 
result of the behaviour of the Belgian Government. It always protests, 
whilst our Government presses on the speedy construction of the works to 
dam up the Scheldt. 

The) ieturas about the rinderpest are very satisfactory. In the week 
ending the 2nd of May 78 head of cattle were attacked, against 84 and 
87 in both the former weeks. 

Messrs. Paul van Vlissingen and Davok van Heel are in course of 
constructing on their iron works an establishment which will enable them 
to build iron-clads. I fear they have ‘commenced too late, for most of 
these vessels, for which credits were granted at the last budget, are ordered 


now in England.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBure, JUNE 7. 

At much earlier period than in former years the official annual 
returns of the trade and navigation of this olty for 1866, drawn 
up as usual with wonderfal carefalness and Hiorspicuity of detail, have 
just been published by our local Board of Trade in the shape of 
a rather bulky quarto volume of tables. From these it appears 
that the value of the imports in 1866 by sea and by land amounted 
to 779,088,010 marks Banco, against 771,668,880 marks Banco in 
1865, thus showing a trifling increase over the previous year. There 
is also a corresponding improvement in the weight of the goods imported, 
which were 47,269,932 centners, against 47,198,954 centners in 1865. 
Perfect as these tables are in everything connected with the import trade, 
it is much to be regretted that they again suffer from the same chronic 
imperfection noticed before in these columns of the total absence of all 
matter relating to the exports; though it is but fair to add that it is not 
the fault of the Board of Trade, who have ever been most anxious to ap- 
preciate the value of such an important part of the commercial statistics, 
but it is not in their power to obtain any data on the subject; for ever 
since the abolition of the export duty a few years ago there are no decla- 
rations to make at the Custom-house and therefore no control over the 
value or contents of packages shipped. At first it was supposed that some 
clae might be obtained by overhauling the manifests of outward bound 
vessels, but this was soon found to be futile; for independently of its bape 
altogether a matter of courtesy and goodwill on the part of consuls an 
shipowners to give a copy of the manifests, the merchants themselves en- 
tertain an invincible aversion to what they consider to be an impertinent 
prying into their private concerns, and ahroud the extent and nature of 
their export transactions under the mysterious terms of so many “ bales 
of manufactured goods,” or so many packages of merchandise inserted in 
their bills of lading. 

With regard to navigation, the total number of vessels that arrived in 
the port of Hamburg from all places in 1866 was 5,185, against 5,186 in 
the previous year, but there was a considerable increase in the amount of 
tonnage ; for whereas in 1865 they contained 543,735 Hamburg lasts of 8 
English tons each, in 1866 the tonnage had risen to 599,077 lasts, sho 
an increase of 55,342 lasts, or 166,000 tons. Of the total number 47 
vessels with a tonnage of 89,822 lasts came from places out of Europe. 
Among the outward bound vessels there was a slight increase in the num- 
ber, and a larger one in the tonnage, the figures being 5,210 vessels of 
592,250 lasts that cleared out in 1866, against 5,186 vessels of 540,666 
lasts the previous year. As the ships exhibit a larger tonnage there is 
also a corresponding increase in the numbers of the crews; in 1865 the 
vessels that arrived were manned by 56,468 men, and those that sailed 
by 56,319, whereas, for last year the numbers were respectively 61,194 
and 61,198. 

With special reference to the navigation with the Far East, these tables 
show among the arrivals 10 vessels of 1,220 lasts from China—1 from 
Canton, 1 from Canton and Macao, 2 from Canton and Whampoa, 1 from 
Canton, Hong Kong, and Macao, 2 from Foochow, 1 from Hong Kong and 
Canton, and 2 from Hong Kong and Macao; 6 vessels of 1,014 lasts from 
the Philippine Islands—3 from Io-Ilo, 2 from Io-Ilo and Hong Kong, and 
1 from Manila; 4 vessels of 419 lasts from Netherlands India—1 from 
Batavia and Samarang, and 8 from Batavia and Sourabaya; and 15 vessels 
of 3,158 lasts from the British East Indies—5 from Akyab, 2 from Bassein, 
1 from Chittagong, 1 from Cochin, 4 from Rangoon, and 2 from Singapore. 
Total, 35 vessels, with 5,811 lasts, or 17,433 tons. 

Among the departures were 23 vessels of 3,303 lasts to China—12 to 
Hong Kong, 2 to Hong Kong and Shanghai, 1 to Hong Kong and Wham- 
poa, 1 to Macao and Macassar, 5 to Shanghai, 1 to Shanghai and Tien-tsin, 
and 1 to Tien-tsin direct; 1 to Manila; 6 vessels of 930 lasts to Nico 
layefek ; 3 to the Navigators’ Islands ; and 10 of 1,982 lasts to Singapore. 
Total, 40 vessels of 6,332 lasts or 18,996 tons. 

At the last sitting of the Academy of Sciences at St. Petersburg the 
Academician von Brandt announced a valuable present made by Major 
General Kukel, in command of the military district of East Siberia, to the 
Zoological Museum, consisting of a fine male specimen of the Mongolian 
antelope (antelope gutturosa).

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THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 


Tus fifty-ninth half-yearly report of the directors of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company is the least satisfactory they 
have issued for many years. The accounts to the 31st March 
exhibit an excess of expenditure over receipts of some 
£36,000, and consequently the “interim dividend,” which of 
late years has been declared with such unvarying regularity that 
it has come to be looked for by shareholders as a reliable source 
of income, is not forthcoming. The abnormal state of the 
India and China trade, resulting in an almost entire cessation 
of specie shipments, the active competition of the French 
Company, and the greatly enhanced cost of coal, are the rea- 
sons put forward by the directors for this unfavourable state of 
the Company’s affairs, and we are bound to admit that they are 
amply sufficient to account for a temporary falling off in its 
prosperity. That it will be other than temporary there is 
happily no ground for apprehension, The China trade already 
begins to emerge from the slough of despond in which it has 
for a time been smothered, and there is every reason to believe 
that it will surely, though perhaps slowly, re-establish itself on 
a firmer basis than ever. As regards the competition of the 
French Company, it is eminently satisfactory to find on the 
part of the directors such a candid admission that it really cs 
a formidable opposition ; the unreserved recognition of this fact 
will doubtless result in renewed exertions to increase the effi- 
ciency of the P. and O. Company’s vessels, so that they may no 
longer be left behind in the race. It is trae enough that the 
French Company has a larger subsidy—but it is equally true 
that there are other reasons than this for their success ; it is 
not the subsidy granted them by the French Government that 
induces so mapy English passengers and shippers to give the 
French steamers the preference. There is no doubt that of 
late the P. and O. Company has launched. some very fine 
vessels, and got rid of many useless “ mistakes ”—that, with 
their experience, ought never to have occu red—and it is an 
encouraging fact that this work of remodelling and in part re- 
constructing their vast fleet, which has been going on for some 
time at a great outlay, is now nearly completed. So we may 
reasonably hope that the good time will soon come when in- 
creased efficiency and an increased subsidy will go hand in hand 
with the much-desired dividends. The following are extracts

THE COMPANY'S FLEET. 

The Mooitanhas received her new engines and boilers, and was despatches 
to Alexandria with the mails of the 27th instant. The Columbian, ana 
the new ship, built by Messrs. Denny Brothers (which has been named 
the Bangalvre), also appear on the list of vessels in active service, as each 
will start on her first voyage during the month of June. It was stated in 
the last report that the emesis was on her way home from the East to 
receive new boilers and a general refit. On arrival she was carefully sur- 
veyed, and it being estimated that the cost of the necessary repairs would 
amount to considerably more than half the price of a new ship 
of the same size and power, the directors accepted the offer of 
Messrs. Denny Brothers, of Dumbarton, to sell them a_ sister 
ship to the Bangalore, of about 2,167 tons and 500-horse power, 
then on the stocks, that firm taking the Nemesis as_ representing 
£25,000 of the purchase money. This new vessel, which has been called the 
Sumatra, was launched on the 6th instant, and will be ready for sea in 
August. The Poonah is receiving new engines and boilers in the Thames. 
The Massilia will be laid up to take in new boilers on her return from her 
hag voyage ; and the Orissa is undergoing a similar process at Bombay. 

he Pekin has been sold at Hong Kong to be broken up for a sum nearly 
equal to what she stood at in the company’s books; this vessel was sent to 
the East upwards of Ba eh ago, and was not worth repair. By the 
end of the year 1867 the building and repairing operations referred to 
above will be completed, and the company’s fleet generally will be in a 
high state of efficiency. 


THE NEW SUPPLEMENTAL CHARTER AND CAPITAL. 


Her Majesty in Council having been pleased to grant the petition of the 
directors for a further charter, that document was passed under the great 
seal on the 7th February last. It conferred upon the company the power 
to raise one million of fresh capital by the issue of 20,000 new shares of 
£50 each, and it extended to the subscribers to this additional capital all 
the privileges secured under the original charter of 1840. The directors 
Jost no time in placing the new shares at the disposal of the existing share- 
holders in the proper proportions, and they have the satisfaction to announce 
that the proprietors have responded by accepting their allotments to the 
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extent of 15,902 shares, being 1,730 in excess of the number taken up in 
1855, when a similar operation took place. The proprietors will bear ip 
roind that this charter was applied for in August last, shortly after the ap- 
pearance of the report of the Parliamentary Committee of 1866, which 
recommended a reorganisation and extension of the postal service with 

East ; and when it had become known that the Government would in the 
main adopt the recommendations of that committee, terminate the currest 
contracts, and invite competition for new ones, to meet all the circumstances 
arising out of which it was necessary the company should be well prepared. 


A new and important source of traffic in the conveyance of Manchester 
goods and cotton by the overland route had also to be provided for, and 
this furnished an additional reason for the purchase construction of 
vessels combining large cargo capacity and passenger accommodation with 
the requisite speed for the mailservice. Some of the older ships have been 
withdrawn from active service and their places have been taken by the new 
and larger ships mentioned above, and this process of substitution and 
increase of the fleet could not be accomplished without calling upon the 
shareholders for additional means.

consisted of 49 ships, measuring inthe aggregate 73,954 tons. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


In the last and previous reports the directors prepared the shareholders 
for the announcement they have now to make, namely, that notice was 
served on them by the Postmaster-General, on the 31st January last, that 
the India and China contracts of 1858, and the Bombay contract of 1854 
would be terminated on the Ist of February, 1868. Shortly afterwards 
advertisements appeared in the public papers inviting tenders for new ser- 
vices to be sent in on the 16th September next. In the last annual report 
the directors stated that ‘‘ they were far from viewing the probable termi- 
nation of the existing contracts with anxiety, as the experience of the last — 
few years had proved to them that in consequence of the increase in the 
price of labour, the advance in the cost of coals and stores of all ce 
together with the onerous effect of certain clauses, a modification of 
the terms of these contracts had become neceseary.” The few monthe 
which have elapsed since the date of that report have given much addi- 
tional force to these observations. The directors are not at present pre- 
pared to go into the details of the proposed new services. Their experl- 
ence of the past, their knowledge of the present, and a careful estimate 
of the future, as regards the working of a great mail contract, will, they 
hope, form a safe basis on which to make their tender in September 
next. 

From the commencement of the vear until the 20th instant the com- 
pany have run two additional steamers each month between Bombay and 
Suez, in conformity with the intention announced in the last anneal 
report, with the view of ascertaining at what probable expense to the public 
such a service, or one embracing a departure on a fixed day in each week, 
could be maintained. This extra service, as well as the ordinary contract 
service with Bombay, has worked with perfect regularity, and the two com- 
bined have furnished to the public the advantages of a postal communica- 
tion with Bombay four times a month. That this was a voluntary experi- 
ment made by the company, that it formed no portion of their engagements 
with the Government, and that the conveyance of mails by these extra 
steamers was a gratuitous act on their part, appear to have been forgotten 
or overlooked, judging from the comments in some of the newspapers, and 
the questions put in Parliament on the announcement from the co 
and the Post- Office that this extra service would be discontinued from the 
20th instant, the ordinary season for the setting in of the monsoon. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURE. 

The export of specie to the Eust, which has usually formed a oensider- 
able portion of the company’s revenue, has during the six months embraced 
in this report almost entirely ceased. There has also been a great fall- 
ing off in the revenue, owing to the contraction of mercantile 
tions in the East which has followed the monetary panic of 1866, and 
the very active competition of the French Company. To these disadvan- 
tages has been added a considerable rise in the cost of coal at the foreign 
depots, involving an increased outlay, as compared with the corresponding 
six months of last year, of upwards of £40,000. It is scarcely necessary 
to state that the directors could exercise no control over these adverse 
circumstances, neither could they by any modification or curtailment of 
the services counteract the unfortunate results, as the strict conditions of 
the Mail Contract had to be fulfilled. | Without, therefore, entering into 
detailed statements and figures, which will be presented as usnal at the 
annual general meeting in December next, the directors regret to report 
that the state of the accounts to 3lst March exhibits an excess of expen- 
diture over receipts to the extent of £36,000, without making any pro- 
vision for insurance or depreciation. They are consequently unable to 
recommend the declaration of an interim dividend. In conclusion, it has 
become evident that if the company are to continue bound to the eompul- 
sory departures—the high rates of speed and other onerous and costly con- 
ditions of a mail service contract—now that they are exposed to the com- 
petition of a foreign company, which is subsidized by its Government to 
an extent so far in excess of the rate per mile paid by our Goverament, 
they must Jook for a very material addition to the subsidy. The directers 
will not fail, therefore, to lay the subject Lefore the Government 
in such a manner, when the time comes for sending in the tende 
as should lead to its consideration on the broad basis whether 
a system of postal communication with the remote dependengies 
of the country, as that which has been carried on by the company 
for the last twenty-five years, merits the support of State to the 
extent necessary to afford a reasonable prospect of earning, in combination 
with other sources of revenue, a fair return on the capital embarked in 
the enterprise.

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THE: HONG KONG MINT. 

Tax latestaccounts from Hong Kong are to the effect that 
unless some very unexpected circumstances should suddenly 
arise to give renewed hope of success, the doors of the Mint will 
be closed during the present month. To say the least, such a 
step as this would be premature ; and however strong may be 
Sir Ricsarp MacDonne11’s own convictions on the subject, we 
can hardly believe that he will allow them to carry him over 
the barrier of “‘ instructions from home,” which should certainly 

- be waited for and acted upen. The course to be adopted is still 
the subject of anxious consideration here, both by the Treasury 
and the Colonial-office, and as no decision has yet been arrived 
at, the final instructions of the Szorerary oF SraTe have not 
been sent forward. With regard to this part of the subject, we 
can only repeat the opinion we have already expressed. The 
experiment was tried at an unfortunate time, but should not 
therefore be hastily abandoned. It has had a most exceptional 
state of things to contend with throughout. Never since our 
trade with China commenced has it experienced such a series of 
mercantile disasters as have lately fallen on it, restricting busi- 
ness, throwing out the course of exchange, and unhingeing, as it 

- were, the whole fabric of commercial operations. How could 

immediate and unalloyed success have been expected under such 
circumstances ? Now, however, the first heavy expenses have 
been paid, though doubtless at the cost of much inconvenience, 
and the large sum thus invested should not be lightly thrown 
away. The working expenses have been reduced to a compara- 
tively nominal sum, and these should be maintained for at least 
another year, if only for the bare chance of “something turning 
up” before it is finally decided to close the establishment. We 
may shortly expect to hear of an order bavisg been sent from 

Singapore for the coinage of a supply of small silver currency, 

if not of dollars, and this would at least help to tide over the 
present period of inactivity. 

If, however, the fiat has gone forth, and the Mint has been 
abandoned by Sir Richarp MacDonng tL, either with or without 
the consent of the Home Government, the next question that 
arises is, “ What will he do with it?” By + we mean, of 
course, the plant that has been conveyed to Hong Kong, and 
there set up at such a heavy cost to the colony. It is clearly 
uf no use bringing it home again. Could not the Chinese 
be persuaded to purchase it, and set it up in some part of North 
China? They might then issue coins in conformity with the 
circulation there which fixes the tael as the standard, with 
@ subsidiary coinage of mace and candareens, or tael cents. If 
persevered in, this would in time supersede the Mexican dollar 
altogether. Moreover, however capricious may be the move- 
ments of the precious metals in Hong Kong, there is always 
plenty of sycee in the North to feeda mint; and if the coin 
produced by it were made a legal tender in payment of duties, 
and recognised by the Hai-quan Bank, there is little doubt that 
it would soon acquire an extensive circulation. The cost of 
production could be no obstacle here; the Chinese are always 
willing to pay a fancy price for a coin that pleases them ; all 
that is necessary is to make it palatable to them. Should 
the Hong Kong experiment, then, prove a hopeless blunder 
after all, here is at least one chance of getting out of it with 
comparatively little loss, and with a prospect of ultimately 
doing more to establish an uniferm currency for China than 
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would result from a permanent mint in Hong Kong. Of course 
there would be difficulties in the way, but not necessarily in- 
superabie ones. With the recent memorial of the Tsona-Li- 
YAMEN before us, we must no longer regard as hopeless the 
introduction jand application of European science in China. 
Failing this, perhaps the Japanese Government, or one of the 
Princes, might be disposed to make the purchase - 

MORE TREATY POR'IS IN JAPAN. 

Very little regret was manifested on the part of the public 
when the Japanese Government allowed the time fixed for 
opening Ne-e-gata to pass over without manifesting any disposi- 
tion to fulfil that stipulation of the Treaty. We were still far’ 
from being comfortably settled either at Yokohama or Nagasaki. 
Hakodadi was generally admitted to bea failure, and recent 
experiences in China had gone far to prove that a “ new port ” 
was not always certain to prove a mine of wealth, from which 
the early settler must necessarily draw a rapid fortune. And 
when Ne-e-gata was found to be entirely deficient in 
the requisite qualifications for a mercantile settlement the 
matter was considered to be shelved for an indefinite period, 
and those who were given to indulging in sanguine anticipations 
regarding the further “opening up” of the country, turned 
their attention to Osaka, which still seemed to promise a 
golden future. It is true that the option was reserved of sub- 
stituting for Ne-e-gata some other suitable port on the West 
coast of Niphon; but it must be remembered that to be 
“suitable” inthe terms of the ‘Treaty, it was necessary that 
the place selected should be situated within the limits of the 
so-called Imperial territory ; and of ports so placed there were 
few to choose from. By late advices from Japan we Jearnt 
that Captain Biaxmton, R.E., who lately visited the West 
coast, had there discovered a port possessing all the ad- 
vantages in which Ne-e-gata was deficient; but nothing was 
then said as to the prospect of its being thrown open in place 
of tbe latter. 

A telegram just received from Shapghai via Galle, ought to 
throw some additional light on the subject, but as usual fails to 
do so. It is dated May 7, and is thus worded :— ‘Advices re- 
“ ceived here from Japan anuounce that four ports will be open 
“to foreign commerce in January next.” This, as it stands, 
means-—nothing. ‘There are three Treaty ports already, and 
Hiogo, the opening of which is definitively fixed for the lst of 
January, 1868, will of course make the fourth ; so that, taken 
literally, the telegram conveys no news at all. But if (as seems 
not improbable) a couple of letters have been accidentally omitted 
—if it be intended to read “four ports will be opened,” 
instead of “four ports will be open,’’—then, indeed, it becomes 
important, for in the latter case the word ‘‘new "or “addi- 
tional” may be understood. Where four more suitable ports 
are to be found within the Imperial territory we are at a loss 
to discern; but perhaps this coudition will now be dis- 
pensed with. Of the many weak points in the Treaty of 1858 
this vexatious restriction is about the worst. The SHioGoon’s 
Government, it will be remembered, asserted that the Daimios 
were one and all hostile to foreigners and averse to opening 
their porte, and that though willing, he was powerless to 
coerce them. We now know that this statement was false, that 
from the first many of the Daimios were eager to secure 
a share of the advantages arising from foreign trade, and 
that the SH1ogoon used such power as he did possess to defeat 
their object, and so preserve his own monopoly. The utter 
failure however of the operations against CHOSIU, as 
well as the haughty attitude of other powerful Daimios, 
may well have convinced the new SwHiogoon of the ex- 
pediency of abandoning his assumed right to exclude 
them from the benefits of the Treaty; in which case 
it would be an easy matter to select four additional ports in 
every way suitable, and we may be quite sure that Simonoseki 
and Kagosima would be among them. The new port above 
alluded to in place of Ne-e-gata, might be avother ; although 
it is very doubtful whether this boon would prove worth hav- 
ing, for the northern part of the Island of Niphon is but 
sparsely populated, and is far from being as productive as the 
southern portion, or Kiusiu. But the admission of foreiguers 
at the two former ports is greatly to be desired, and would we 
are certain do more towards thoroughly developing the re- 
sources of the country than even the opening of Osaka itself. 

The Japan Times, in discussing this matter, advocates “the 
“ abrogation of the present Treaty, so hastily and inconsiderately 
“ made, and the substitution for it of another more comprehen 
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“sive and practical.” In this we do not quite agree. 
Treaty is certainly very defective, but the fact of its 


having been made hastily and inconsiderately is no ar-

Why then should not a clause be added 
to it by which foreigners shall be permitted to trade with such 
of the Daimios as may be found willing to throw their ports open, 
giving at the same time a guarantee not to force themselves on 
those who are averse to such intercourse? Were the matter 
taken in hand with the requisite tact and firmness, there is 
little doubt that such a clause would be assented to by the 
SHIOGOON and ratified by the Mrxapo. It must be evident to 
them both by this time that with or without their permission 


certain Daimios will avail themselves of the benefits of commerce ; 
and it should not need much persuasion to induce them to 


withdraw a prohibition they are powerless to enforce. 


THE MAIL SERVICE. 

Ir will be seen in our Parliamentary reports that a distinct 
question was put to the Treasury department as to their inten- 
tions in reference to inviting the Messageries Imperiales to 
tender for the performance of our India and China mail service. 
There was a great outcry on this subject at the meeting of the 
P. and O. Company, and there is a general uproar at the 
possibility of such a contract being made ; but the agitators 
need not disturb themselves on the subject, for there is no 
probability of our Post-office coming to terms with the French 
company, which is restrained by the very proper belief that they 
cannot serve two wasters. Any arrangement with the English 
Government would necessarily interfere with the high subsidy 
they at present receive from their own. In consequence of 
some misconception of the intentions of the Committee on the 
Postal Service, the chairman (Mr. CrawrorD, M.P.) has 
published the following letter in The Times. It is important to 
know that the committee did not mean by the expression, 
“having regard to any facilities which may be afforded by the 
“monthly service to China now performed by the Messageries 
“ Imperiales from Marseilles,” that such service was to be used as 
a substitute for one of our own English services, but that full 
facilities should be afforded by our Post-office to avail of such 
service in addition to our own fortnightly one. Of course there 
is no security as to how long the Messageries line may run, 
and it would be highly impolitic to base our arrangements in 
any way upon it, except as a supplementary or extra service.

“‘ Sir.—I wish to remove some misapprehensions which exist in the 
minds of many peraons as to the intent and meaning of the paragraph 
in the ‘ recommendations’ of the Select Committee of last session, in which 
Teference was made to the Messageries Imperiales Company of France.

A Paris paper having stated that there 
were two Embassies from Japan now in Paris, one representing 
the Shiogoon and the other the Prince of Satsuma, “one of the 
most powerful and influential of the Japanese Confederation,” 
La France objects to this description. It is not true that the 
brother of the Shiogoon now in Paris is an Ambassador. He 
hes no title but that of Prince; he is merely a private indivi- 
dual ; and the Minister he has brought with him has no other 
function but that of settling questions of etiquette during the 
young Prince’s stay in the French capital. Neither is it correct 
to give the title of Ambassador to the representative of the 
Prince of Satsuma, for the simple reason that Prince Satsuma is 
a vassal of the Japanese Crown, and by consequence has no right 
to be represented by Ambassadors at foreign Courts. The per- 
sonages sent to Paris by Prince Satsuma are Commissioners to 
the Exhibition ; and that they are not accredited as diplomatic 
agents to this Court is proved by the fact of their: not 
having been received officially by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 

WE understand that instructions have been sent out to the 
officer who commanded the 73rd Regiment on its passage to 
Hong Kong per Golden Fleece, to forward an official explanation . 
as to certain statements that appeared in the Hong Aong Daily 
Press in reference to their ill-treatment on board, improper 
clothing when landed, and the despatch of the women to’ 
Stanley, whilst their husbands were kept in the town barracks, 
The complaints as to want of ventilation we are glad to learn ' 
were attended to before the vessel left on her return voyage. 


It appears that Mr. Porg Hennessy has accepted the post 
offered him of Governor of Labuan and Consul-General in 
Borneo, but his departure has been delayed for the present. 
Should any more desirable appointment fall vacant before Mr. 
HENNEssy proceeds to the East it is not impossible that his 
acknowledged claim on the Conservative party will receive due 
consideration from Lord DerBy’s Government. | : 


THE next departure of the steamer Colorado from Hong 
Kong is fixed for the 18th May. Allowing six days for the run 
to Yokohama—which is ample during the S.\W. monsoon—two > 
days detention, and twenty days from thence to San Francisco, 
she may be considered due at the latter port on the 15th June. 
Should the telegraphic wires and the Atlantio cable be in working 
order we may expect messages on the following day, and we 
trust they will prove more useful than the last. 


WE find that the intimation received by last mail regarding 
the probable opening of Nanking did not proceed from an official 
source. It is very doubtful whether such a step will. be taken 
during the present year, as experience indicates that we have 
enough open ports on the Yang-tse already. 


WE are informed that the publication of the correspondence 
moved for by Mr. Wutre in the House of Commons relative to 
Dutch aggressions in Sumatra, has been delayed in conse- 
quence of the transfer of the Straits Settlements from the 
India department to the Colonial-office. 


WE observe that the instalment of Sikhs, which it had been 
decided should be recruited in India for the police force at Hong 
Kong, has left Calcutta for that place, the number being 
about 150. 


Ir is notified in the Gazette that the Queen has been pleased 
to approve Mr. Th. Probst as Consul at Hong Kong for his 
Majesty the King of Prussia. 


PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION 
COMPANY. 

The half-yearly general meeting of proprietors was held on the 5th inst., 
at the offices of the company, 122, Leadenball-street ; Mr. P. D. Hapow, 
the deputy-chairman, presiding. 

The report of the directors, which is given in another column, having 
been read by Mr. Howg Lt, the secretary, 

The CHatgMAn proceeded to move its adoption. He prefaced bis 
remarks by stating that the lamented absence of Mr. Anderson rendered it 
incumbent upon him to occupy his present position. The causes of the 
deficiency were very clear and very simple. They arose chiefly in two 
respects—namely, the enormous increase of necessary outlay, and the 
almost total cessation of freight that they had been accustomed to have 
regularly for the last 14 years. As had been stated in the report, the 
increase in the price of coals during the past six months was £42,000, and 
to that must be added the immense falling off in the carriage of specie. 
Thoee, he thought, were two satisfactory and conclusive reasons why the 
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directors did not offer a dividend on that oceasion. They had also been 
tied to the performance of a complicated series of contracts, which were 
taken in 1853 and 1854; and in times like these, when everything was so 
increased in price—when, in fact, everything had risen 15 per cent. as 
compared with the period to which he referred—many circumstances tended 
to add to the unfavourableness of their position. Those contraets admitted 
of no relaxation. Their non-performance would have been attended with 
heavy penalties, and the board hailed with satisfaction their termination in 
February, 1868. When they first entered upon the contracts they had no 
foreign competitor to contend with; they bad the ground to themselves ; 
they had higher fares, and they had less expense as regarded wages and 
other items than they had now. Since that time great changes had taken 
place not only in trade generally, but in their position. The French 
Government, seeing how the commercial position of England had ad- 
vanced, and the Emperor naturally desirous to promote his own prestige 
amongst other sovereigns, encouraged the formation of a very large and 
werful steam company for the purpose of trading to India, China, and 
apan. His Majesty subsidised the company, and not only did that, but 
advanced the money to commence the creation of this large fleet, which 
was now working, and of course, with great advantages compared with 
those afforded to the Peninsular and Oriental Company. When they 
took the contracts in 1853 and 1854 they did not think the word “ mails ” 
was so comprehensive in its character as it subsequently proved to be, and 
they, in their simplicity, thought it merely included letters and news- 
papers, whereas they now found it embraced books, jewellery, and other 
things which they formerly used to carry as valuable parcels. If they had 
contracts any more they should have that matter adjusted. He wished to 
mention all the unfavourable circumstances to them, and he therefore 
would not omit to state that the Government were about to establish a 
transport between Suez and Bombay for the conveyance of troops from 
this country to the latter place, and that step on the part of the Govern- 
ment would tend to diminish their passenger traffic. With regard to the 
contracts which would expire in February, he wished to say that they 
would receive the attention of the directors. Owing to the general in- 
crease in their expenses it was quite necessary that they should have an 
inerease of subsidy, and it was impossible to expect that they could go on 
with advantage without it. The Chairman then read a letter from Mr. 
Anderson, the chairman of the company. That gentleman, after ex- 
laining the cause of his absence from the meeting, stated “ that the 
Inability of the directors to recommend any payment on account of 
dividend had naturally caused disappointment, but he trusted that ae 
careful perusal of the report would have convinced the proprietors that no 
means had been neglected by the managers of the company’s affairs to 
protect their interest. The circumstances which bad led to the present 
check to the company’s hitherto successful progress he looked upon as 
only of a temporary character. The time was not distant when they would 
In a position to obtain a revision of their contracts for the India and 
China postal eervice, with such an increase of remuneration as might form 
an adequate compensation for the expenses and drawbacks which the 
execution of that service involved. The recent stagnation of trade in the 
East must before long have its reaction, as the history of such commercial 
vicissitudes had generally demonstrated. But should there be some falling 
off of the freight hitherto obtained on valuable articles, such as silk and 
specie, he thought they might look forward to that being to a considerable 
extent, if not altogether, compensated by the new branch of carrying 
trafic springing up, viz., that of raw cotton homewards and manufactured 
goods outwards, now taken by the overland route instead of that by the Cape 
of Good Hope. They had not failed in taking measures for reaping the benefit 
of their new branch of traffic. The new ships recently added and being added 
to their fleet were well adapted for it by large cargo capacity. Taking into 
view these circumstances, he could not entertain any feeling of despondency 
as to the future progress of their great enterprise, and he trusted he might 
venture, after having been intimately and actively connected from its origin 
with the steps which had led to its successful progress hitherto, without too 
much presumption, to claim some confidence for his opinion. He would 
state a fact which he thought could not fail to prove his confidence in what 
he predicted, viz.—that of the large number of shares held by him he did 
not intend to part with one. On the most careful consideration he con- 
fessed that he could not see anything either in the present position or future 
prospects of the company to cause that alarm which seemed to have led 
some of the shareholders to rush into the market with their shares, 
sacrificing their own property and depreciating, for the present at Jeast, 
that of their fellow-shareholders. Their splendid fleet never was in 
a better condition than at present, and it was fully equal to carrying 
out the whole of the pecs extended postal service with India and the 
East, They had the recorded approval of the highest and most competent 
authorities—the Parliamentary committee and the Postmaster-General— 
of the efficiency with which they had hitherto performed the postal ser- 
vice, as well as the liberal manner in which they had dealt with the 
Government and the public in respect to it, and this fora period extending 
over more than a quarter of a century.” The Chairman, referring to one 
portion of Mr. Anderson’s letter, explained that the direcfors had sent a 
proposal in favour of remodelling the contracts, but it had not been ac- 
cepted, although he believed it would have been well for the country if it 
had been accepted. He then eoncluded by moving the adoption of the 
report. 

Mr. Ewart seconded the motion. 

Mr. Warp, after complaining of the increase in the item of coal, in- 
quired what steps had been taken by the directors during the past twelve 
months to investigate the question of the supply of Australian coal for use 
at the Indian ports, He said that that coal could be landed in Bombay at 
30s. per ton, and he had been told the company had been paying 58s. 
for their supply at the same place. He had in his possession reports from 
the Government and from public companies to show that Australian coal 
was at all events equal to the best English coal. 

Dr. BEATTIE said that five years ago, at a half-yearly meeting in that 
room, while referring to the vast benefits conferred on this country and its 
Eastern possessions by the rapid and exact communication kept up by their 
company, he gave expression to his view of the consequences which would 
result from the competition which was then being established by the Com- 
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pagnie des Messageries Imperiales. An hon. director then presiding, and 
who he regretted to see was unable to be present on that occasion, said ke 
did not share in his anticipations, The result, however, had been unfor- 
tunate to the shareholders, nor could it be otherwise, seeing the French 
company received from Government a subsidy four times as much as the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company got. That company had, therefore, been 
able not only to give increased opportunity of postal communicatioa with 
the East, but to carry English passengers, treasure, and merchandise at @ 
reduced tariff, be it observed, without requiring or obtaining any aid from 
our Government. Past experience did not, he thought, justify the ex- 
pectations expressed in the directors’ report now before them that the Go- ° 
vernment would take a liberal or an enlightened view of the question, about 
which the British public at large, as well as they themselves, were at 
present interested. They would have observed a question put on Mon- 
day night in the House of Commons by an energetic member latel 
connected with the Treasury, and no doubt an aspirant for office here- 
after, but who as a director of an important subsidised mail company with 
which the French company competed ought not to hold his present 
opinions and that office. The reply given by a member of the Govern- 
ment was that the French company had been invited to tender, and it 
was hoped would tender, for carrying the English mails to the Kast. Well, 
neither he nor any one then present feared or grudged competition by 
English capitalists, but for his part he thought it an unpatriotic and sh , 

uestionable proceeding to solicit a foreign mk | to compete wit 
English shipowners to convey English mails to English colonies, and to 
alienate a portion of the revenues of this country to strengthen the com- 
mercial navy of the French. He knew not what the intentions of the 
directors of the company were in reference to the present emergency. He 
had confidence they would act judiciously, but he regretted, before taking 
power to increase the capital of the company, that they did not adopt the 
initiative and give notice to Government that they could sot carry om the 
service without higher compensation. 

Sir P. Cotquuoun considered that the 94 per cent., which was the 
average of the dividend that they had received, could be hardly said to 
be a good return on an investment in a sea-going company which had 
great risks in connection with it. He thought the great blot in the com- 
pany was that it had no depreciation fund. They were continually eating 
their property, and in order to restore it to its former position they must 
get new capital. 

Mr. Jongs echoed the hopes entertained by the chsirman, and believed 
the cry of discontent came solely from the non-commercial shareholders. 
With reference to the invitation given by the Government to the French 
Company to send tenders for the conveyance of English mails, he thought 
a general outcry should be raised against such a proceeding, which he 
believed would act most prejudicially against the commercial interests of: 
this country. 

One or two otker proprietors shared in the feeling expressed by Mr. 
Jones in reference to the conveyance of English maile by a foreign com- 
pany, and considered the company should enter their indignant protest 
against any proposal to that effect. 

‘The CHAIRMAN, in replying to questions that had been and to the 
observations that had been made, said that if coals of pad 'etalay aad im 
sufficient quantity were supplied at a cheaper rate than they at present 
paid, they would be very happy to receive them. The stores were of the 
best possible description, and not to be equalled by any other steamship 
fleet afloat. With regard to the suggestion made in reference to the pub- 
lication of the accounts, he wished to say that the accounts were oper to 
the inspection of shareholders a fortnight before the meeting. The real 
deficiency was £153,000, which included insurance and depreciation. It 
was not true that the board had made four calls, knowing the state of 
affairs, ard thereby taken in the shareholders. He told them Jast year that 
the new capital would be issued as soon as the new charter could be ob 
tained, in February, and the board did not then anticipate not reeeiving a 
dividend. The directors had all taken their shares and paid upon them. 
The reserve fund, which was £450,000, was invested in the company’s 
fleet, and if it had not been utilised in that way they must have called ap 
an equal amount of capital. The amount of business upon which the 
loss had taken place was over £1,000,000. He considered it probable that 
another call would be made this year. 

Sir Patrick CoLQquHoun introduced a motion in favour of the appoint- 
ment of acommittee of investigation, but as it found oo seconder it fell to 
the ground, and the report was adopted. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman terminated the proceedings.

SALES OF CHINESE OBJECTS OF ART IN PARIS. 


The demand for artistic objects of Chinese and Japanese origin seems 
to be on the increase ; there have been several sales of importance of late, 
and at one of them less than two hundred lots realised an amount equal to 
£5,689. A large semi-ova! porcelain vase sold for a sum equal to £100; 
one china jardiniere for £149, and another for £95; a narrow-necke@ 
bottle of “ camelia-leaf’’ green, £440. The cloisonné enamelled ware 
as usual reached still higher prices ; a balustre-shaped vare fetched £146; 
a four-faced vase £120; a large square perfume pan, £81 ; a triple gourd» 
shaped vase, £118; and another balustre-shaped vase, £160. The geme 
of the sale, however, were a pair of elephant vases (not very large) whieh 
fetched £524; and two statues, half life-size divinities, supposed to offer 
protection against evil genii and to personate wisdom and ascienee, whicts 
realised £564. It is not the custom in Paris 80 announce the nanses of 
buyers, so that it is by no means easy to ascertain into whose haads sueks

Monetary and Commercial. 
-_ O-— 

The bullion in the Bank of England has now reached a total 
of £20,954,326, showing an increase of £537,043. The re- 
serve of notes has augmented to £11,627,090, exhibiting an 
increase of £268,495. ‘The other securities show a decrease of 
only £9,825. The Government balances have increased 
£354,696, and the private balances have decreased £122,179. 
The Bank of France return is also exceedingly satisfactory. 
A further increase of bullion to the extent of £1,140,000 has 
taken place. The private accounts show an increase of 
£203,320. There has been a decrease in the bills discounted 
of £2,240,000, and a decrease in the amount of notes circulated 
of £1,120,000. 

The progress shown in the banking world from 1839 to 1866, 
as represented by the total balances of the four greatest joint- 
stock banks in London, is exceedingly remarkable. The total 
balances held by the London and Westminster, the London 
Joint-Stock, the London and County, and the Union Bank of 
London, at the close of 1839 (or as near that date as can be 
ascertained) amounted to £3,030,963 ; and the same banks 
held on the 3lst of December last the enormous amouut of 
£71,788,555, which shows a growth equal to no less than 
2,268 per cent. since 1839, ‘lo what extent the balances held 
by the other banks of the metropolis have increased during that 
period there is no means of ascertaining. 

The Commercial Bank Corporation of India and the East 
have received a telegram from Mr, Chauntrell, of Bombay, 
stating that meetings of the shareholders and creditors have 
been held, and resolutions unanimously passed, approving the 
project by Messrs. Chadwick, K‘Kenna, and Co., for the recon- 
struction of the bank, and for the payment of the creditors by 
instalments. 

In the matter of Overend, Gurney, and Company the appli- 
cation for the £10 call, which the Court on the 3rd of May 
directed the liquidators to make, came on before Vice-Chancellor 
Malins in chambers. It was opposed on behalf of the share- 


holders, but, nevertheless, the order was made for the call of 


£10, to be paid on the 25th June, the Vice-Chancellor remark- 
ing that he could not permit the pendency of the appeal to the 
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The annual meeting of the Ceylon Company (Limited) will be 


held on the 18th instant, when a dividend for the six months 
ending March last will be declared. 


The biddings for £250,0C0 in bills on India took place at 


the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£124,800; to Madras, £17,500; and to Bombay, £58,500 
The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 214d. on all 
the Presidencies, and all tenders at and above the minimum 


will receive in full. These results show a further considerable 
falling off in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The half-yearly meeting of the P. and 0. Company was held 
on the 5th instant, and the report duly adopted. A notice will 
be found in another column. ; 

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

A further falling off in both the Import and Export trade of 
this country is shown by the Returns of the Board of Trade 
for the month of April and the first four months of the year, 
which have been published somewhat later than usual. As 
evidence of the universal depression at present existing in all 
branches of commerce, the value of the exports for the month 
of April as compared with April, 1866, exhibits a decline of ten 
per cent., the figures being £12,804,908, against £15,366,414, 
For the four months the deficiency amounts to nine per cent., 
the value of the exports being £56,186,529, against 
£62,357,579 in the corresponding four months of 1866. The 
Imports are returned only for the month of March, and for the 
first quarter of the year. Their value for that month was 
£17,183,770, fourteen per cent. less than the value for March, 
1866, which was returned at £19,891,204; while for the 
three months ended 3lst March, the Imports amounted in 
value to £41,464,818, against £46,348,927 in the correspond- 
ing period of last year, showing a reduction of £4,984,109, or 
about ten per cent. 

The value of the Imports into this country from China (ex- 
clusive of Hong Kong) for the first quarter of the present year, 
compared with the corresponding period of 1866, shows an 
increase of twenty per cent., from Hong Kong an increase of 
eighty-five per cent., from Japan an increase of twenty-six per 
cent., from Singapore a decrease of eighteen per cent., and from 
Ceylon a ‘decrease of thirteen per cent. The Importation of 
Raw Silk from China has decreased in value seventy-six per 
cent., and that of Sugar from the Philippine Islands sixty-eight 

r cent. 

Ou Export trade with the Far East has also for the most 
part undergone considerable decline. Thus the value of the 
Exports to China (exclusive of Hong Kong) for the three 
months, when compared with the corresponding quarter of last 
year, exhibits a reduction of sixteen per cent., to Hong Kong 
forty-eight per cent., to Japan twenty-five per cent., and to Java 
five per cent. On the other hand, the Export to Singapore 
shows an increaso in value of thirty per cent., and to the Philip- 
pine Islands of sixty per cent. The principal falling-off appears 
to have been in Cotton Goods, the export of Yarnsto China 
being thirty-nine per cent. and of Manufactures forty-three per 
cent. lower in value than last year.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


TeA.— We have no activity to notein our market during the past fortnight. 
The large daily consumption is sufficient to keep prices tolerably steady, as the 
trade generally, holding but small stocks, are compelled to select such asthey 
require from the quantity offering. The total afloat now being very small, 
the daily wants will have to be supplicd chiefly from the stock now on 
band, which will tend to keep a steady market, with a slight advance on 
current rates. The day for any alarm as to small stocks has certainly 
pasred. Congous.—Siftings show no material change, Moning kinds 
selling from 5d. to 7d., and Kaisows from 6d. to 9d., according to quality. 
Broken-leaf have been steady. Fair to good common have sold toa 
moderate extent at former prices. Fair to good flavory kinds have sold at 
former prices. Good Kaisows have met with rather more inquiry, and 
prices show $d. to 1d. per 1b. advance. Fine to finest show no 
change, the transactions being limited; the same applies to Pak Ling 
kinds. In new-make Canton kinds sales have been made to some 
extent at from 1s. 34d. to 1s. 7d. per Ib. for half-cheste, and 1s. 5d. to 
1s. 11d. per Ib. for boxes. Oolongs show no change, the finer kinds being 
the most in request. Souchongs remain much as before, fine to finest not 
selling 80 readily, but common to good kinds are in steady demand at full 
prices. Flowery Pekoes remain without change. Scented Capers have 
sold freely, but in some instances the late extreme rates have been barely 
maintained. Scented Orange Pekoes have been in rather more request, 
but without improvement in prices. Foochow kinds, however, have been 
rather dearer. Uncoloured Japans show no alteration. Green Teas: 
There has been a good demand for most kinds during the fortnight. Fair 
to goud Twankays have sold rather higher. Moyune Young Hysons 
and Gunpowders have been steady, also the Ping Suey kinds. Hysons 
have sold at about previous prices. Canton Young Hysons and Gun- 
powders fully maintain the late advanced quotations. The public sales of 
China Tea on the 4th comprised 24,813 packages, of which 19,807 pack- 
ages were sold, 18,890 packages being offered without reserve. ‘The 
stock in the United Kingdom on the 31st May was estimated at 
106,000,000 Ibs., against 118,500,000 Ibs. in 1866. The quantity afloat 
is now reduced to about 5,500,000 Ibs. in seven vessels. 

SitK.— During the last few days the advices that the crops had suffered 
lees from the recent bad weather than might have been expected have 
caused speculators rather to pause, but there is still a fair business doing. 
and evidently for immediate and chiefly home comsumption, for which 
stocks on hand are extremely limited in addition to the assortment of fine 
and good useful silk by no means large. This statistical position seems 
to be identical everywhere, both here and on the Continent. The latest 
telegram from China (Shanghai, May 7) reports the silk season 
closed. ‘The export being 42,000 bales, including about 13,500 
Japans, against 58,625 bales to the same date in 1866. Piece Goods: 
A small parcel of Black Silk Handkerchiefs and Szechuen Pongees, 
lately arrived, found buyers at good prices, and this smal! business 
constitutes the only feature of the month, nothing else having 
been done in China Cloths since the Public Sales in May, the market 
having been very quiet. A fair parcel of Plain Crape Shawls of assorted 
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weights has recently changed hands at fair prices, but this article is also ( cases at easier prices—two of Nakrenzie, 2,000 tons, at 10s. 4ja. to 
devoid of general inquiry.
